iPods Great and Small 



It never fails. Every time you think Apple is going to zig, the company 
zags instead. On September 7, everyone in the world was expecting 
Apple to announce a cellular phone that worked with iTunes. And that’s 
what we got. But we also got something much more momentous—the 
bold replacement of the hugely popular iPod mini with the ground¬ 
breaking new iPod nano (see page 12 for details). 


Not Standing Still 

Apple is most definitely not playing defense. Even 
though the iPod is by far the most popular digital 
music player on the planet, the company knows that 
dozens of competitors are trying to knock it off its 
throne, [f Apple had kept the iPod mini in its prod¬ 
uct line for this years holiday season, would it have 
sold a zillion of them? Undoubtedly. But at the same 
time, its competitors would have crept a little bit 
closer. Would they have crept close enough to seri¬ 
ously threaten the iPod mini’s rule? Not in 21)05, cer¬ 
tainly. But eventually, yes. 

That’s why Apple has adopted a philosophy of many 
successful sports teams: Better to make a change one 
year too early than one year too late. So the iPod 
mini—even though it was still a winner—had to go. 

Inventing Nanotechnology 

For me, the most impressive thing about the iPod 
nano is that it’s undeniably an iPod. It has the same 
design as the full-size model, with a Click Wheel, a 
color screen, and the ability to display photos. The 
biggest differences between the nano and the full-size 
iPods are storage space and size. 

The iPod nano isn’t nearly as good a pci-gigabyte 
value as the full-size iPods. But the iPod mini was 
also introduced at S24 ( ? for 4GB of storage, and that 
didn’t stop it from becoming a huge hit. 

I don't think this value issue will hurt the nano: 
Many people don’t need to carry tens of thousands of 
songs with diem—for many potential iPod buyers, 
the size of the iPod is more important than the price. 
And if price is truly a concern, buyers can opt for the 
2GB model. (For a helpful guide to picking the iPod 
that’s right for you, see P/ayhst [page 70].) 

To me, the most appealing thing about the iPod 
nano is its size. Even if you can’t remember the days 
when 10MB of hard-drive space was more than many 
of us thought we’d ever need, you’ve got to he 
amazed to find several gigabytes of data on a chip 
that’s the size of your thumbnail. It’s hard to grasp 
just how small the iPod nano is until you, well, grasp 
one. The nano is very close to being small enough to 
fit it in your wallet. 


Like many people, I keep my entire music library 
on mv iPod, so I won’t be switching to a nano as my 
primary iPod in the foreseeable future. But I’m 
excited about the nano (although I’m not as thrilled 
about the silly name) because it’s a great bridge 
between the iPod shuffle and the full-size iPod. 
Now people who want a tiny, shock-proof iPod can 
get one with a screen. I can’t wait to get mine. 

The Future of the iPod 

Meanwhile, with the introduction of Motorola’s 
iTunes-equipped Rokr cell phone. Apple is poised to 
become a major player in the cell-phone market. 
While many of us prefer to keep our iPods and our 
phones separate, some people will welcome the 
chance to reduce the number of digital devices they 
have to carry around. The Rokr is primitive by iPod 
standards, but it’s just a start. With any luck, Apple 
is already working on the next generation of iTunes- 
embedded phones, devices that will blur the line 
between iPod and phone even more. 

With the introduction of the iPod nano and the 
Rokr, the future of the iPod product line is becom¬ 
ing clearer. As flash-memory technology improves, 
large, hard-drive-driven iPods will fall by the way- 
side—at least as far as music is concerned. But 
I don’t think the full-size iPods will wither and 
die. Instead, they will move on to the next frontier 
of portable media: video, a format with large data 
files that will require a hard drive for a long 
time. And there’s still an opportunity for full-size 
iPods to add networking, which could add lots of 
cool features. 

And that, 1 think, is one of my favorite things 
about Apple’s latest announcements: Just when 
we—and Apple’s competitors—thought we knew 
where the company was headed, Jobs and Company 
surprised us with the nano. Once again, anything 
seems possible. Apple-branded iPhone? Video iPod? 
Stay tuned.

Beyond the technical merits of one chip versus another, there's 
something deeper going on here, something about the identity of the Mac 
itself. Will the Mac become just another computer, like all those anonymous 
Wintel boxes? Maybe—unless, of course, a chip really is just a chip. 


The Big Switch

switch to the Intel processor (.Mac Bent, 
August 2005). You did a great job (as 
always) of explaining exactly what it all 
means. My big question as a Mac user and 
fan is this: Will we now have to hear that 
annoying Intel music theme at the end of 
every Apple TV ad?

As someone who still owns his first 512K 
Mac, complete with its "insanely great” 
designers’ signatures imprinted inside its 
plastic hull, I think I speak for many when 
I say that I feel betrayed. If I had wanted 
an IBM PC, 1 would have crossed over 
years ago. Now, as I look at my 23-inch 
Apple Cinema Display hooked up to my 
Power Mac G5, I feel that Pve been sold 
out. I’ve stood by this company through 
the lie, the lie, and even the Lisa, but for 
what? What will be special now? Why did 
I bother? Other computers were much 
less expensive. 

BRAD MARSTQN_□ 

Your readers would have been better 
served if you’d checked the reaction to the 
Intel announcement among developers on 
Apple’s own Scitech mailing list. For 
example, you could have observed that 
Apple—having previously promoted the 
64-bit capabilities of the G5 processor— 
has said nothing about the future of 64-bit 
computing with Intel. (Xcode 2.1 sup¬ 
ports only 32-bit i386 instructions.) You 
might also have asked about floating¬ 
point performance. The G5 processor has 
two floating-point units; how do Intel 
chips stack up? Finally, you might have 
been able to tell your readers that the x86 
instruction set is widely viewed as inele¬ 


gant and dated in comparison to the 
PowerPC architecture. The transition to 
Intel may he the correct business choice 
for Apple; but it raises many technical 
questions, which Macworld' s coverage so 
far has nor answered. 

JIM LOFTON_Q 

As a Mac owner since 1989, I’m amazed 
that some people are so upset about the 
switch to Intel. Clearly, they have drunk 
too long and too deep from the Apple 
(and IBM) marketing well. For all the 
highly touted benefits of PowerPC chips, 
they only briefly eclipsed the Pentium. 
.And even that advantage was debatable, as 
the benchmarks Apple used were biased. 
Yes, the standard Pentium 4 is a dog. But 
the Pentium M is far superior to the G4 
and may even match well against the G5 
(if it were put into a dual-configuration 
desktop). The Pentium D is a dual-core 
chip available in production quantities 
now. And future Pentium releases such as 
Yonah will likely make the G6 (if it ever 
appears) look merely adequate, as the G5s 
do now when compared with Intel’s 
Xeons. Even if the complainers are right 
and the PowerPC is superior to the Pen¬ 
tium on technical merits, that was pretty 
much the argument for Bctamax—with 
the result being that everyone now lives 
with VMS and couldn’t care less. 

BILL HERMAN_Q 

Your Intel story missed one very scary 
issue: trusted computing (TC).Just before 
Jobs made the big announcement, Intel 
quietly announced that it would begin 
producing chips that implement TC. If 
you don’t know about TC yet, you need to 
learn about it now. One good way to do so 
is to go to the Electronic Frontier Foun¬ 
dation’s Web site (www.eff.org) and do a 
search for trusted computing. If, as part of 


the switch to Intel, Apple implements TC 
in such a way that users lose control of 
their computers, our collective digital 
freedom will be in serious danger. 

WALTER JEFFRIES_G3 

1 have read that when Apple switches to 
Intel processors, it will no longer support 
Mac OS 9 Classic applications and that 
those apps won’t run under Rosetta. Like 
many companies, mine has gigabytes of 
data and tens of megabytes of legacy 
applications that require the Classic oper¬ 
ating environment. Just because Apple has 
a new OS and new hardware coming out 
doesn’t mean that businesses or individu¬ 
als can abandon decades’ worth of data 
and applications. These tools and data are 
vital to our lives and our businesses. Many 
of these applications were written by 
developers who are no longer in business. 
Given a choice between fancy new hard¬ 
ware and software upgrades and losing 
our data, we’ll stick with the older 
machines. If Apple abandons these appli¬ 
cations, we won’t replace these older 
machines with newer ones—which means 
that Apple will sell less hardware and 
fewer software updates to the operating 
system, and will lose money as a result. I 
strongly urge Apple to continue to sup¬ 
port Classic applications.

In response to your online review of 
Near-Time Current 1.5 ($s; macworld 
.com/0711), 1 would like to clarify a 
couple of points. For starters, your 
reviewer states, “I was unable to post 
entries to a blog created at Blog- 
ger.com . . . but 1 succeeded in posting 
the same blog easily at rypespot.com.” 
These problems could relate to a number 
of factors, yet you attributed them solely 
to Current. Your reviewer further noted, 


“It froze my PowerBook G4 several 
times, leaving even the Force Quit 
command unavailable.” We have 
found no record in our customer-service 
logs of other customers complaining of 
such freezes. VVe pride ourselves on our 
customer service. Your reviewer also 
states that Current’s “functionality and 
ease ot use falls far short of the appli¬ 
cations I normally would use to do 
these things: Ranchero Software’s Net- 
News Wire Lite, Apple’s Safari, .Mic¬ 
rosoft Word, and, for archiving 
pages, Mozilla’s Firefox Scrapbook 
extension.” Recommending the use of 
four separate applications instead of 
one speaks to Current’s potential. I 
invite the Macworld community to try 
Current and contact me directly with 
feedback (reidconrad@near-time.com). 

Before ivc published our review of Current, 
i vc did , of course, contact Near-Tint c about 
the problems we had with the application. 
Our reviewer spent two hours in a face-to- 
face meeting with a Near-lime representa¬ 
tive, trying to resolve these problems. We 
stand behind his review. — Ed.

Apple’s 
iPod Nano 

iPod Mini’s Replacement Is Big on 
Wow Factor 


T here’s a new iPod in town, and its 
name is nano—iPod nano, to be 
precise. At a special music event 
in September, Steve Jobs introduced the 
nano as the replacement for Apple’s 
enormously popular iPod mini. The new 
portable music player comes in 2GB 
($199) and 4GB ($249) versions (both 
MM* 1 ; macworld.com/081 7) and is avail¬ 
able in either black or white. (See “Old 
and New” for a comparison of the iPod 
mini and the nano.) 

As its name implies, the nano is 
small—really, really small. It weighs just 
an ounce and a half and is about as thick 
as a stack of six credit cards. Apple 
achieves such miniaturization primarily 
by using flash-based memory, rather than 
a hard drive (which you’d find in a full- 
size iPod or an iPod mini), to store your 
music, photos, and other data. 

Despite its small exterior, the nano 
has a crisp color display and—like cur¬ 
rent full-size iPods and the iPod mini— 
a Click Wheel. While the wheel has 
been shrunk, it’s clearly marked and very 
responsive. The screen looks great—it’s 


bright and readable. The 
nano also feels perkier than 
other iPods, scrolling very 
quickly through a window 
full of songs, moving rapidly 
from one screen to the next, and flying 
through pictures. 

Unlike other iPods, the nano has its 
headphone port on its bottom, next to 
the dock connector. The Hold switch 
remains, all alone, on the top. The 
nano also has the same 30-pin dock 
connector as the iPod and the iPod 
mini, making it compatible with more 
than 1,000 accessories designed for the 
iPod, including Apple’s own sync cable. 
The nano ships with a USB 2.0 cable 
(the only kind that will both charge 
and sync this model—a F'ireWire cable 
will only charge it), Apple’s standard 
earbuds, two sets of foam covers for the 
earbuds, and an iPod Dock Adapter— 
a white plastic insert that allows you 
to plug the iPod nano into a standard 
iPod dock. 

In our first tests, the nano took 
around seven minutes to sync approxi¬ 


mately 900 songs—about as quick as 
other Click Wheel iPods. Syncing music 
didn’t slow down even when iTunes was 
optimizing photos for the nano—the 
two processes can occur at the same 
time. As with other iPods that have lim¬ 
ited storage, if your music collection 
exceeds the nano’s capacity, iTunes will 
offer to create a selection of music for

And as with other iPods, this 
playlist-creation feature isn’t terribly dis¬ 
cerning—in one initial test, it placed all 
of the Griffin iTrip’s five-second config¬ 
uration tones on the nano. 

T he latest iPod also includes some 
features not found on any other. The 
first is rhe Stopwatch, which can track 
total time and lap time, as well as sum¬ 
mary statistics such as longest laps, 
shortest laps, and average lap time. 

T he nano also includes a new clock, 
which shows the current time in an 
analog and digital display. Unlike 
previous clocks, it lets you view 
multiple clocks with individual 
alarms and sleep timers, and clocks 
change from light to dark depend¬ 
ing on the time of day. 

Another new software feature is 
Screen Lock, which lets you lock 
your iPod’s screen. Like a cheap 
hike lock. Screen Lock lets you cre¬ 
ate a four-digit numeric password. 

The interface features a round com¬ 
bination wheel beneath four spaces 
for digits. When the screen is 
locked, you can only pause and play 
the iPod—you can’t even adjust the 
volume because turning the wheel 
adjusts the currently selected digit. 

Even when you reset the iPod, it boots 
hack into the Screen Lock screen. 


Media Reader (which means that you 
can’t upload pictures to it unless you do 
so from your Mac). 

Still, with its svelte size and skip- 
proof storage—and that elegant 
Apple design—its an impressive 
replacement for the monochrome 
iPod mini. 

“To kill the mini is a really hold 
step for Apple,” says Michael 
Gartenberg, an analyst for the mar¬ 
ket-research firm Jupiter Research. 
“Other companies would have 
increased the capacity or added a 
choice of colors. But with their 
great designers, Apple was able to 
bring out a completely new, cool 
product.” 

Competition in the MP3-player 
market is increasingly fierce, but 
Apple continues to outpace all com¬ 
ers. W ith a 74 percent share of this 
market—as well as a download rate 
of 1.8 million songs per day from the 
iTunes Music Store, and an 82 percent 


market share of legal music downloads 
in the L nited States—Apple is clearly 
the marker leader. But as Apple’s direc¬ 
tor of iPod Product Marketing, Stan 
Ng, says, “We can’t stand still. People 
have had their sights on the iPod mini 
for the holiday buying season and we 
just changed everything. We continue to 
innovate; our tagline says it all—Impos¬ 
sibly Small.” 

And for people who may be disap¬ 
pointed that Apple’s newest iPod lacks 
certain capabilities, Jupiter’s Gartenberg 
adds, “These announcements show the 
naysayers who believe Apple should 
release a video iPod that there is still a 
lot of life left in music.”

Less Is More? 

While the nano is undeniably cool, 
some buyers may wonder why they 
should pay $50 more for the 4(iB 
nano than they paid for the 4GB mini, 
or why the 2GB nano costs the same 
as that 4GB mini. If price per gigabyte 
is your only concern, that could be a 
valid complaint. Yet people made simi¬ 
lar rumblings about the iPod mini, 
which cost only $50 less than the 20GB 
full-size iPod. Although that didn’t 
appear to be a good bargain in a strict 
gigabyte-pcr-dollar sense, the mini still 
became Apple’s most popular iPod 
model to date. 

Buyers might also kvctch about that 
color screen: Compared with images on 
the full-size iPod’s screen, pictures and 
album art on the nano’s screen are tiny. 
Also, unlike previous photo-capable 
iPods, the nano can’t display pictures 
on a television; nor can it use Apple’s 
iPod Camera Connector or Belkin’s

If you're in the market for a new cell phone— 
and you've just got to have your music with 
you at all times—Apple, Motorola, and Cin- 
gular Wireless have just the thing for you:

The Rokr features a color display that can be 
used to view album art while songs are playing.

Apple followers have been predicting (perhaps 
overly optimistically) an "iPhone" from the com¬ 
pany for several years now—and it's important to 
point out that this is not it.

It does contain 
Apple software and sport an iTunes button, but it 
lacks Apple's characteristic elegance. Still, it's the 
only phone that can play songs purchased from 
the iTunes Music Store and that has iTunes built in. 
Aside from the music capabilities, the Rokr is a 
full-featured phone with Bluetooth connectivity, a 
camera, a speakerphone, and tri-band operation.

Although a new phone and new iPods are Apple's big news lately, the company hasn't forgot¬ 
ten about its free digital music software, which helps power these multimedia devices. Along 
with its other announcements, Apple introduced a major new version of iTunes with a refined 
user interface and new features. 

The new Search bar lets you search more efficiently through your library, as well as the 
iTunes Music Store's library of two million songs, 15,000 Podcasts, and 10,000 audiobooks. It 
lets you narrow your search to music, audiobooks, Podcasts, videos, or booklets, as well as 
search by artist, album, or name. 

You can now create folders to organize your playlists in, and a new Smart Shuffle feature 
lets users change the randomness of shuffled songs—that is, how likely iTunes is to pick songs 
from the same artist or album consecutively. 

New parental controls mean that parents can disable access to Podcasts, shared music, or 
the iTunes Music Store as a whole. And parents who let their kids buy music through the Music 
Store can now restrict the sale of music with explicit lyrics. The Music Store also now includes

Apple and Microsoft have a long history 
together. Microsoft was there with Word 
1.0 when Apple launched the Macintosh 
in 1984; Bill Gates’s face appeared on 
screen at the 1997 Macworld Expo as the 
two companies announced a technology 
alliance; and parts of Windows have 
looked rather similar to Mac OS. But in 
August 2005, the companies found them¬ 
selves at the heart of a patent dispute that 
could have a far-reaching impact on 
Apple’s iPod business. A month earlier, 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
denied Apple a patent for user-interface 
elements of the popular iPod MP3 
player, citing a patent submitted by 
Microsoft developer John Platt five 
months before Apple made its claim. 

Apple isn’t giving up, however, and 
says that it plans to continue the fight. 

“The U.S. patent process is often a 
lengthy one, involving much back and 
forth with the U.S. patent office,” said 
Apple in a statement. “Apple will contin¬ 
ue to pursue this patent application, as 
well as the many others covering iPod 
innovations.” 

Longtime industry analyst Roger Kay 
says that even if Microsoft were to win a 
patent challenge from Apple, the chances 
of its having any significant effect on 
Apple’s future business are slim. 

“In practical terms, no judge will 
allow Microsoft to stop Apple’s iPod 
business from going forward,” says Kay, 
the president of the market-research 
firm Endpoint Technologies Associates. 
“If Microsoft makes a narrow claim 
stick, the settlement will be a cross¬ 



licensing deal with little or no money 
changing hands.” 

In a statement, David Kaefer, Micro¬ 
soft’s director of Intellectual Property' 
Licensing, noted the two companies’ 
close relationship and the fact that 
Microsoft does tend to license its patents 
to other companies: “In general, our pol¬ 
icy is to allow others to license our patents 
so they can use our innovative methods in 
their products. Microsoft and Apple have 
previously licensed their respective patent 
portfolios to one another, and we maintain 
a good working relationship with Apple.” 

Legal Wranglings 

The potential licensing agreements and 
the outcome of the patent decision may 
look like a complex scenario, but the real¬ 
ity of the legal proceedings between the 


two companies could be even worse. 

“U.S. patent law is a ‘first to invent sys¬ 
tem.’ Microsoft could argue that it 
invented [parts of die iPod technology] 
before Apple put its product on the mar¬ 
ket,” says Scott Culpepper, a patent 
lawyer and partner with Atlanta’s 
Thomas, Kayden, I Iorstemeyer & Risley. 

Since the patent office has already 
denied its patent application, Apple has 
two options: to apply for patent interfer¬ 
ence or to use a “swear behind” procedure. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
will grant an interference when two par¬ 


ties claim to have invented the same 
technology; Culpepper characterizes this 
as “an extremely long process that is very 
complicated and expensive.” If Apple 
were to win the interference proceeding, 
the patent office would revoke Microsoft’s 
patent and issue the patent to Apple. 

A company can use the “swear behind” 
procedure when it believes that its patent 
claim has nothing to do with an earlier 
granted patent. For instance, Apple could 
argue that Microsoft’s patent does not 
cover Apple’s technology. If the patent 
office agreed, it would issue Apple a 
patent for its technology while Microsoft 
would keep its separate patent. 

According to Culpepper, the general 
rule for a patent is that the party who 
invented the idea first and then diligently 
worked toward building the product will 
receive the patent. However, if a company 
invented a technology and put it away for 
a few years without actually creating or 
patenting a product, and a second com¬ 
pany invented a similar technology and 
created a product, the second company 
wmld get the patent. 

Creative Joins the Fray 

Complicating matters further, Creative 
technology (makers of the Zen and 
Nomad MP3 players) has also been issued 
a patent covering the hierarchical display 
of music information in music-player 
interfaces. Creative says these design ele¬ 
ments are found not only on its devices but 
also on Apple’s iPod and iPod nano. 

Creative wouldn’t say what its plans 
were concerning Apple, or whether it 


would sue or demand a licensing fee, but 
Craig Mcl Iugh, the president of U.S. sub¬ 
sidiary Creative Labs, says, “We continue 
to explore all the alternatives available to 
us, but our primary focus is on new prod¬ 
ucts and continuing innovation.” 

It’s not surprising that companies such 
as Creative and Microsoft are going after 
Apple from a patent angle, especially con¬ 
sidering Apple’s dominant position in the 
MP3-player market. Creative’s CEO, Sim 
Wong Hoo, declared a marketing “war” 
against the iPod in 2004, and Apple’s play¬ 
er still leads the market.— JIM DALRYMPLE

One Man’s Trash 



If you needed even more proof of the 
fanaticism of Mac users, look no further 
than the public reaction to a recent hard¬ 
ware giveaway. 

You may have heard about the efforts 
of the 1 lenrico County, Virginia, school 
district to get rid of some aging iBooks: 
Back in 2001, the school district inked 
a deal with Apple to supply its students 
with Apple laptops. This year, when 
the district opted to dump Apple iBooks 
in favor of computers from Dell, offi¬ 
cials took some of the four-year-old 
iBooks and offered them to local resi¬ 
dents for S50. 


The result was a mob scene at the 
local race track where the machines 
were to be sold off; residents showed up 
hours before the gates opened. When 
the sale finally began, there was a stam¬ 
pede as people jockeyed for a place in 
line. Punches and lawn furniture were 
thrown, and people were hurt as they 
were trampled upon by others. One 
person even drove into the crowd 
with a car. 

We all know the sort of fierce loyalty 
Apple engenders in some people—and, 
well, $50 for an Apple laptop that’s still 
usable is a steal. But the director of 
general services for l lenrico Count} 7 
mused to reporters after the fact that it 
was strange that people were so eager 
to get their hands on laptop computers 
that had already seen four years of 
hard use and abuse at the hands of 
schoolkids—“computers with less- 
than-desirable attributes” is how he 
described them. 

Four years from now, perhaps I len¬ 
rico County residents will feel that way 
about the machines that replaced those 
iBooks, and there won’t be another 
stampede. —PF.TTU (:< >IIFN

Each disc of the set includes a stand-alone 
Mac OS X application called Roxio Restore, 
which can restore data without needing the 
Toast application. 

Enhanced audio-DVD support lets you choose 
from multiple menus and Dolby Digital encoding 
rates, and Toast 7 now includes support for 
Ogg Vorbis and Free Lossless Audio Codec 
(FLAC) audio formats. 

With this release, Roxio has rolled its 
$50 Popcorn software into Toast 7 Tita¬ 
nium, which can compress the contents 
of an unencrypted dual-layer DVD to fit on a 
standard 4.7GB DVD. Toast also now supports 
DivX, the popular MPEG-4-based compression 
technology.

CHIP COMPANY’S CEO SHOWS HIS HAND 

The Intel Way 


In late August 2005,1 attended the Intel 
Developer Forum at San Francisco’s 
Moscone West Convention Center— 
which is, coincidentally, where Apple 
holds its Worldwide Developers Confer¬ 
ence (WWDC). Although both confer¬ 
ences are venues where a big company can 
connect with and help the people who 
develop the hardware and software that 
make the company’s products better, there 
was one big difference. Before the 
keynote by Intel CEO Paul Otellini, an 
announcement came over the PA system. 
It warned that future predictions are just 
that— predictions —and that such state¬ 
ments always involve risk and uncertainty. 

Why was that such a big deal? Because 
Apple almost never talks about the 
future. It’s a very secretive company— 
in fact, everything but the keynote at 
Apple’s WWDC is off-limits to the 
press, and the contents of those sessions 


are protected by nondisclosure agree¬ 
ments. Apple typically announces prod¬ 
ucts and partnerships only after they are 
signed, sealed, and ready to deliver (one 
exception: OS releases, which Apple likes 
to parade around like the giant cats 
whose names they bear). 

Contrast Otellini’s keynote to Apple’s 
approach: the Intel CEO talked about 
new chips scheduled for release in the 
second and third quarters of 2006, while 
Apple won’t even confirm that Steve Jobs 
likes to wear black. 

Otellini showed offMerom, Conroe, 
and Woodcrest—new processors for 
mobile, desktop, and server computers, 
respectively. (Borrowing a page from 
Steve Jobs, Otellini revealed that he was 
running the presentation from a laptop 
with a Merom processor.) All three pro¬ 
cessors are dual-core, use 65-nanometer 
production technolog)’, and are 64-bit— 



which will be welcome news to people 
who feared that the switch to Intel’s chip 
lineup meant sliding back to 32-bit com¬ 
puting on the Mac. 

Intel will continue to share its roadmap, 
and Apple will continue to deny the exis¬ 
tence of anything it hasn’t announced— 
be it animal, vegetable, or mineral. If 
nothing else, Intel’s candor could increase 
the odds of Mac rumor sites getting things 
right.— JONAH IAN SEFF

Her Name Was Rio 


Before the iPod or the iTunes Music Store, there 
was the Rio—the first handheld MP3 player to 
hit the market, in 1998. But in another demon¬ 
stration of how popular Apple's music players 
have become, the makers of the Rio line 
announced in late August that they would stop 
selling the portable digital audio players by the 
end of September. 

D&M Holdings (www.dm-holdings.com), the 
Tokyo-based company that owns the Rio brand, 
said in a financial report that the competition 
was intense, and that the "market was not a 
strong enough strategic fit with the company's 
core and profitable premium consumer electron¬ 
ics brands to warrant additional investment in 
the category." 

Apple's players—which range from the $99, 
flash-memory-based iPod shuffle to the $399, 
60GB color-screen iPod—dominate the market. 
During a recent conference call with financial ana¬ 
lysts, Apple CFO Peter Oppenheimer cited a report, 
from the market-research company NPD Tech- 


world, that indicates that Apple's share 
of the digital music-player market is 
more than 70 percent. 

At the same time, Creative 
Technology, whose CEO declared 
a marketing war against the iPod 
last year, has seen its profits shrink 
considerably. The Singapore-based 
maker of digital audio players and PC 
audio components said that total sales in its 
financial reporting year ending June 30, 2005, 
had doubled to $1.2 billion, while net profit had 
crashed from $134.2 million in the previous year 
to $0.6 million. 

Creative's average selling price was hit by 
fiercer-than-expected price competition in the 
market—the popular Zen Micro player's price 
fell by about $40 during the April—June quarter, 
for example. In a conference call with analysts, 
Craig McHugh, the president of Creative Labs 
(the U.S. subsidiary of Creative Technology), 
identified price cuts by market leader Apple 



Computer as the 
main reason that Cre¬ 
ative had to lower its prices. 

Slower-than-hoped-for sales of players 
also meant the company was left with more 
unsold products and components than it had 
anticipated. With prices of components falling, 
particularly those of flash memory and hard¬ 
disk drives, the company had to write off 
about $20 million in inventory.— peter cohen

If 
the sensor detects a sud¬ 
den change in axis position 
(.v. y, or z) or accelerated 
movement, it parks and 
locks the hard-drive heads 
to prevent damage. Under 
Apple’s advisement, I 
tested this feature and 
found that the Sudden 
Motion Sensor worked as 
advertised. 

Drives and Displays 

The optical drive on the 
12-inch iBook test model 
was loud and made an odd 
sound. The usual whirs and 
clicks were accompanied 
by brief grinding sounds. 

The drive’s performance 
didn’t seem to be affected, but the noises could 
cause concern. (Note that Macworld also 
bought a 14-inch iBook from a non-Apple 
retailer, and its SuperDrive was very loud and 
would not eject discs. Its not clear whether 
this is one had unit or a symptom of a wide¬ 
spread problem.) 

Overall, these iBooks’ results in speed 
tests were predictable, with the 1.42GHz 
model winning handily. The Speedmark test 
shows that the new 1.33GHz iBook G4 is 
five percent faster than the previous 
1.33GHz iBook C44. This is partially due to 
the new ATT Mobility Radeon 9550 graph¬ 
ics card, an upgrade from the AIT Mobility 
Radeon 9200 (though both have 32xVIB of 
dedicated video RAM). 

The graphics card may be faster, hut the 
14-inch display doesn’t look as sharp as the 
12-inch display, not even at maximum resolu¬ 
tion (1,024 by 468 pixels). Even though the 
14-inch display is larger, it shows no more 
information than the 12-inch iBooks display 
because the resolution is the same on both; 


the pixels are simply farther apart in the 14- 
inch display, making text and icons appear 
larger. The larger display is beneficial only if 
you have difficulty seeing at close range, or if 
you prefer to work at some distance from the 
screen. (The PowcrBook line is different: res¬ 
olution increases with the display’s size.) 

If you want an iBook, know that you can’t 
have it all. The 12-inch model is also four 
percent slower than the 1.42GHz 14-inch 
model, and it doesn’t have a SuperDrive (a 
build-to-order option is not available). 

Mac Mini Adds Value 

In revising the Mac mini line, the most signif¬ 
icant change Apple made was adding a $699 
model, which includes features that previously 
cost about S275 to order a la carte: a 4x Super- 
Drive, a built-in AirPort Extreme card, Blue¬ 
tooth, and 512MB of RAM. It also no longer 
includes a 56-Kbps modem, which is now a 
S29 option—a sign of increased broadband- 
internet use among Apple’s customers. At a 
savings of $175 (assuming you don’t care 


about the missing modem), diis high-end Mac 
mini’s value is nothing to sneeze at. 

The other two models remain almost 
the same as before. The $599 model loses the 
modem and gains standard AirPort Extreme 
and Bluetooth 1.0, and all models have 
512MB of RAM—double the memory they 
had before—which I’m relieved to see. But 
the Mac mini line gets some of the old iBooks’ 
leftovers, such as the older Radeon 9200 
graphics card and Bluetooth 1.0. Despite its 
slightly aging hardware and the absence of an 
audio-in port and a built-in microphone, the 
Mac mini is still the best entry-level Mac. 

Macworld’s Buying Advice 

In the iBook line, the 12-inch model is sim¬ 
ply a better machine, mainly because of its 
nicer-looking display and greater portability; 
the downside, of course, is that it’s slower and 
can’t he outfitted with a SuperDrive. 

But with the Mac minis, the right choice 
depends on what you want to do with your 
Mac. If you want an internal SuperDrive and 
some other niceties, the $699 model is the 
best value. T ruth fully, however, the value of 
these machines is fairly even across the Mac 
mini product line.

Conversations about Web browsers are like 
conversations about religion or politics: if 
you join one, you’ll probably hear some 
strong opinions. But you might also hear 
questions like “You mean that thing I look 
at the Web with?” 

Perhaps you use a certain browser simply 
because it came with your Mac, not because 
it provides you with the best Web-browsing 
experience. And your Web browser may not 
be doing all it can for you—in other words, 
it may not allow you to efficiently access all 
the Web has to offer. 

This review highlights five browsers that 
have excellent reputations, have recently 
been updated, and are widely available: 
Apple’s Safari 2.0, Mozilla’s Camino 0.8.4 
and Firefox 1.0.6, The Omni Group’s 
OmniWeb 5.1.1, and Opera Software’s 
Opera 8.0.2. Alexander Clauss’s iCab isn’t 
included here because its most recent 
update, version 3.0, is currently a beta. And 
Netscape’s Navigator hasn’t been updated 
since our last Web-browser review. Also, 
Microsoft’s Internet Explorer isn’t included 
here because its days are numbered—it’s no 
longer being developed for the Mac. (See 
“Web Browsers Compared” for ratings of 
these previously reviewed products, and 
visit macworld.com/0765 for full reviews.) 

Must-Have Features 

A Web browser is simply a vehicle that helps 
you get around the Web, and a good Web 
browser is one that’s unobtrusive. All the 
browsers in this review have common fea¬ 
tures—ways to manage bookmarks, cookies, 


and security options; tabbed browsing; and 
autofill capabilities for Web-based forms. 
Each browser also loads Web pages at about 


the same speed. The only noticeable speed 
difference used to be Firefox’s very long pro-

WTiile each of these programs implements 
standard features in a slightly different fash¬ 
ion, the principles tend to be the same across 
all five browsers, or at least similar enough 
that you’ll quickly get used to the differences. 
(Only Omni Web posed a bit of a problem— 
the program’s default home-page setting was 
called Start Page and took us several minutes 
to locate.) These browsers differ most in the 
extra features they offer and in the ease with 
which they let you navigate the Web. 

Firefox Extends the Experience 

Mozilla’s Firefox and Camino are the most 
versatile and extensible browsers in this 
review. They are based on the Mozilla engine, 
which is compatible with most Web sites. And 
they are designed to accept third-party plug¬ 
ins, or extensions, which can add features, 
functionality, and different looks (or skins) to 
the program. But there are many more plug¬ 
ins available for Firefox than for Camino. 

In fact, these extensions are what make 
Firefox so great. For example, Forecastfox dis¬ 
play's a weather forecast at the bottom of your 
browser window. And my personal favorite, 
Foxylunes, lets you control iTunes. There are 
so many extensions for Firefox that you can 
have nearly as much fun tricking out the pro¬ 
gram as you can browsing the Web. (For more 
tips on extending Firefox, see “Spinning a 
Better Web,” page 52.) 

Firefox also includes several less obvious 
but equally cool tools. It has the best hind 
tool of the browsers in this review. While 
most browsers lay a Find window right on top 
of the Web page you’re trying to search, Fire¬ 
fox simply brings up a little Find box at the 
bottom of the page. Then it highlights the 
results on the Web page; options for how 
your results are displayed arc easily accessible. 
This feature is nothing short of brilliant. 

And Firefox has a killer pop-up blocker that 
you can enhance with extensions such as 
Adblock, which also allows you to block other 
types of ads on Web sites. Unlike Safari, Fire¬ 
fox doesn’t have a built-in RSS reader; instead, 
it includes Live Bookmarks, which monitor 
Web pages that have RSS feeds and then alert 
you when the sites are updated. 

Aside from the fact that it’s built on 
Mozilla’s stellar foundation, Camino is a little 
immature. It lacks many features—such as 
text autofill (except for passwords) and RSS- 


feed recognition—that are standard in all the 
other browsers. You’ll want to choose a dif¬ 
ferent browser for day-to-day use. 

All the News That’s Fit to Read 

Safari’s most touted new feature is its built-in 
RSS news reader and aggregator. Many sites 
on the Well—such as Weblogs and news sites 
(including Apple.com and Macworld.com)— 
use RSS feeds to notify site visitors that the 
Web site has changed. You used to need spe¬ 
cialized software to monitor and alert you to 
these changes (see our March 2005 review of 
RSS- and Atom-feed readers at macworld.com/ 
0766). But now most Web browsers include 
some RSS-feed-monitoring capabilities. 

Each browser, except Camino, monitors 
sites that have RSS feeds and alerts you when 
a site has been updated. Safari also lets you 
read all the latest headlines without having to 
leave the comfort of your browser. But 
Safaris news reader is a little awkward. Short 
of creating a folder for all your favorite news 
sites, there’s no easy way to organize and view 
all your favorite feeds. So hard-core Weblog

How We 
Tested 

We selected ten different Web sites that rep¬ 
resented what users might encounter in a typ¬ 
ical day of browsing. We visited these sites to 
see whether the browsers met several criteria. 
We also ran a test of common JavaScript 
actions in each browser. 

To assess overall user experience, we 
visited Web sites for the New York Times 
(www.nytimes.com), Newsweek (www 
.newsweek.com), and the San Francisco Chron¬ 
icle (www.sfgate.com/chronicle), and a bank¬ 
ing Web site called M&T Bank (www.mand 
tbank.com). We considered how consistently 
each browser displayed the pages, making 
sure that a site's functionality was the same 
across browsers. 

To look at CSS implementation, we checked 
out the W3C-validated Vivabit (www.vivabit 
.co.uk) and CSS Zen Garden (www.csszen 
garden.com). For our discussion of XML- 
HTTPRequest, a technology that could be chal¬ 
lenging for many browsers, we went to the 
sites discussed in "Ready for the Revolution." 

We ran JavaScript Speed Test 4.0, from 
Andrew Hedges (macworld.com/0767), to 
determine not only how each browser handled 
the widespread JavaScript language, but also 
how fast each one completed common Java¬ 
Script actions. We also looked at various fea¬ 
tures on these sites, and used a Web-based 
Weblog-creation application called TypePad 
(see "What a Difference a Browser Makes").

readers or news junkies who are used to using 
a dedicated program may not find Safari’s 
RSS feature useful. But if you’re new to the 
blog- and news-reading game, Safari is cer¬ 
tainly a good place to start. 

Safari also has a leg up on the competition 
if you have a .Mac account. Using iSync with 
.Mac, you can synchronize your bookmarks 
across several Macs. 

What a Browser Costs 

Opera is the only browser reviewed here that 
comes in both a free and a for-pay version 
(S39). (OmniWeb costs S30 up front and has 
no free version.) The free version of Opera 
sports little, slightly annoying advertisements 
at the top of the browser. When you pay for 
Opera, the only thing that changes is that the 
ad banner at the top of the application disap¬ 
pears; paying for Opera doesn’t gain you any 
features that the other browsers don’t provide. 

Opera has several strange interface quirks 
that kept me guessing. For example, pressing 
brings up a new tabbed window in the 
other browsers, but in Opera the same key 
combination brings up a bookmark window. 
When you configure the program to block 
pop-up windows, it pops up its own little 
windows telling you when a pop-up has been 
blocked. Although you can turn off this pref¬ 
erence, many such oddities that mar the 
browsing experience appear from time to 
time. On a positive note, Opera is highly 
configurable, even allowing you to create 
your own shortcuts for search sites. So typ¬ 
ing G (the shortcut for Google) and hogwash 
in the address field will execute a Google 


search for hogwash and display your search 
results. That said, should you pay for a 
browser when many are available for free? 
When it comes to Opera, the answer is no. 

OmniWeb is our second-favorite browser 
of this bunch, providing a unique tabbed- 
window environment, as well as extensive 
options for customizing your browsing expe¬ 
rience. Unlike the other four browsers, which 


place tabs at the top of the browser window, 
OmniWeb places a thumbnail image of each 
open window in a drawer on one side of the 
main browser window. The benefit of this 
thumbnail view is twofold: first, you can see 
each open Weh page, which is a useful visual 
cue; second, OmniWeb constantly monitors 
the pages in the thumbnail view for changes,

What a Difference a Browser Makes 


Not all browsers let you take full advantage of every Web site. In fact, some Web 
sites hobble themselves if you're not using a certain browser. I learned this lesson 
while using Six Apart's Web-based application TypePad. TypePad lets you create 
and remotely host a Weblog without having to install any software on your com¬ 
puter, and it makes entering text, adding images and hyperlinks, and styling text 
easy. (For more on blogging applications, see "Spinning a Better Web," page 52.) 

I first discovered a problem while I was using Safari to write a blog about a 
house I was building. At the time, Six Apart had announced some new TypePad 
features that I didn't seem to have access to. Six Apart's tech support prompted 
me to give the application a go in Netscape 7.0; sure enough, I suddenly had 
access to all of the site's features. 

The reason? The site has been developed for use with Microsoft Internet 
Explorer and Mozilla-based browsers such as Camino, Netscape, and Firefox. 


Browsers such as Safari can probably handle the JavaScript that gives these 
pages their application-like features, but when you load the page, the site 
receives your browser information, sees that you're not using IE or a Mozilla- 
based browser, and won't load the JavaScript. In many cases, this has nothing 
to do with your browser's actual ability to fully load the Web site. 

So if you find that some Web sites are missing features that you think they 
should have, try using a Mozilla-based browser such as Netscape or Firefox. 
That simple change may give you access to everything you need. Alternatively, 
some browsers, such as Opera, allow you to imitate another browser, effectively 
identifying your browser as either IE or Mozilla. You can also do this in Safari, 
with Gordon Byrnes's Safari Enhancer (free; macworld.com/0U)1), which gives 
you the option of enabling Safari's Debug menu. Via the Debug menu, you can 
select the browser you'd like to imitate. 
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Less Is More? Depending on which browser you use, you may not be getting all the features a Web site has to offer. For example, TypePad's formatting 
palette in Firefox (left) shows all available options. But in Opera, OmniWeb, and Safari (right, in descending order), various features are disabled.

•and if a change occurs, a small green check 
mark appears next to the thumbnail image. 
This approach is handy, but having several 
tabs open at a time requires that you scroll up 
and down in the drawer to see every site. And 
even if you change the thumbnail tabs to text, 
the drawer itself takes up quite a bit of space. 

OmniWeb also lets you create Work¬ 
spaces, which are essentially collections of 
Web pages that you can open at the same 
time. Further, OmniWeb can save your cur¬ 
rent browsing state so all the windows open 
just as you had them when you closed the 
browser or shut down your computer. 

The only problem with OmniWeb is that 
it may not be compatible with some Web 
sites because it’s not based on the Mo/a I la or 
the Internet Explorer engine. This can be 
inconvenient (for more details, see “What a 
Difference a Browser Makes”).

organization of text on a page, and change 
typefaces, sizes, and styles. 

Most of the sites you visit daily, such as

It’s the end of an era. After 
more than a decade, the 
Myst series—hugely pop¬

release of Myst V: End of Ages. 

Like other Myst games, Myst V draws you 
into a mystical, magical world.

It would he easy to discount a game that 
combines Lego building blocks with Star 
li ars mythology as a bit of fluff for kids, 
but to do so would be a mistake. This is 
a very fun game that’s sure to appeal to 
adults—especially those who have a good 
sense of humor. 

Lego Star Wars retells the story of the 
first three Star Wars movies. You get 
to play as Anakin Skvwalker, Obi-Wan 
Kenobi, Qui-Gon Jinn, and more than 
30 other characters. Each character 
has unique abilities: Jedis wield light- 
sabers and can use the Force to move 
objects, for example. Droids such as 
R2-D2 can hover and unlock doors. 
You’ll want to take these powers into 
account when choosing a character for 
each level of the game. 

The game combines solving puzzles 
and straightforward combat against foes 
such as Darth Maul and Count Dooku. 
You can also ride a podracer on the sur¬ 
face of Tatooine, fly a fighter on Geono- 
sis, and more. 

Game play is like playing with Legos 
in real life, but it’s a lot more animated 
and sophisticated. When you whack a 
bad guy with your lightsaber, he’ll fall 
apart into blocks rather than a spray of 
blood and gore. Despite the deceptively 
simple geometry of the Lego characters 
and backdrops, the game is fairly 
demanding on the technical end. You’ll 
need a 1.2GHz G4 or faster with OS X 
10.3.8 or later and at least 32MB 
of VRAM. That’s because the game uses 
advanced OpenGL-based graphics that 
boost its realism. 

Young players shouldn’t have any 
trouble picking up the mechanics of 
game play. An experienced gamer will be 
able to finish the game in just a few 
hours. If younger players do run into 
trouble, a two-person mode lets more- 
advanced players step in to help guide 
the first player through the story. 

The Bottom Line Buy it for a child 
if you must, but Lego Star Wars isn’t just 
a kid’s game. It’s a novelty that’s fun 
for everyone.

maneuver your fleets in a 3-D environ¬ 
ment. Movement itself is hex-based—you 
can move in one of six directions, mapped 
out on a flat, two-dimensional grid. It’s a 
throwback to the pen-and-paper strategy 
games of yore, which some old-fashioned 
gamers prefer. 

As long as your ships are in range and 
positioned properly, they’ll attack the 
enemy automatically, so you don’t need to 
micromanage cannon barrages. You can 
also try to board enemy vessels to com¬ 
mandeer them. 

Visually, Salvo is a huge disappointment. 
Graphics are blocky, chunky, and amateur¬ 
ish.

Hub for Mac 
Mini 


I love my Mac mini, except 
for one thing: its paucity of X. 
USB and FireWire ports. It’s got 
only one FireWire port, which means 
that if I want to connect more than one 
FireWire device, I have to daisy-chain 
them—assuming those devices offer 
multiple FireWire ports themselves. And 
with only two USB ports, once I’ve 
plugged in my keyboard, I’m down to 
one port for peripherals (and USB 
devices generally don’t provide multiple 
ports for daisy-chaining). 

There are dozens of decent hubs on the 
market, but 1 don’t want to spoil the Mac 
mini’s attractive design and small foot¬ 
print with a less stylish accessory. So I was 
pleased to discover Belkin’s S59 1 li-Speed 
USB 2.0 and FireWire 6-Port Ilub for 
Mac mini (MM; www.belkin.com). The 
Belkin hub matches the Mac mini in every 
way. It has the same footprint as the mini, 
so it fits directly underneath the mini 
without taking up additional desk space; 
at only 0.75 inches tall, it doesn’t add a lot 
of bulk; and it’s finished in white plastic, 
so it looks right at home. 

The hub connects to your Mac mini’s 
FireWire port and one of its USB ports via 
included cables. Belkin got the details 
right—the cables are only 6 inches long, 
just long enough to connect your mini to 
the hub without adding to your cable clut¬ 
ter. The hub provides four USB 2.0 ports 
(a net increase of three) and two FireWire 
400 ports (a net increase (4* one), so you 
end up with five available USB ports 
instead of two and two available FireWire 
ports instead of one. Even better, the hub 
has one of each type of port located on its 
front, so connecting devices such as digital 
cameras, DV camcorders, flash drives, 
iPod shuffles, and portable hard drives is 
much more convenient. 

One significant drawback to Belkin’s 
Hub for Mac mini is that, unlike some 
other USB or FireWire hubs, it doesn’t 
provide its own power—any devices

plugged into the hub get their power 
from your Mac mini’s USB and FireWire 
ports. In mv experience, powered hubs 
help prevent problems with devices that 
draw too much power, so I generally pre¬ 
fer self-powered hubs to bus-powered 
models. That said, in a few months of 
using the Belkin hub, I haven’t experi¬ 
enced a single problem. 

At $59, Belkin’s I lub for Mac mini is a 
bit pricey compared with other USB hubs, 
but it gives you an extra FireWire port and 
a design that matches your mini perfectly 
(and you can find it for much less online). 

If you don’t need an extra FireWire 
port, Belkin also makes a USB-only 
model, the $41 I Ii-Speed USB 2.0 4-Port 
I lub for Mac mini, which plugs into one 
of your Mac mini’s USB ports and pro¬ 
vides four ports. 

TEXT-SAVING TOOL 

AppendNote 1.0 

When I come across interesting or useful 
information while surfing the Web, I 
either save it as a text file (or text clipping) 
or write it down on a scrap of paper. 
Needless to say, neither of these methods 
is very efficient or effective. In the days 
of OS 9, one of my favorite utilities 
was a system extension that allowed me 
to save text to a document by pressing 
a keyboard shortcut. When I found 
information l wanted to save, I just 
selected the text, copied it to the Clip¬ 
board, and then pressed the shortcut. At 


a later date, I could open the document 
containing all my scavenged infor¬ 
mation and decide what to 
do with each snippet. 
Unfortunately, that 
utility—I can’t even 
remember the name of 
it now—never made the 
jump to OS X, and I’ve missed 
it ever since. 

But I recently discovered an OS X 
equivalent that I like even better: Enig- 
marelle Development’s free OS X ser¬ 
vice, AppendNote 1.0 (MM; www.enig 
marelle.com). To use AppendNote, high¬ 
light text in a serviccs-aware application 
(Safari, Mail, TextEdit, and others), and 
then choose the Append To Notes File 
item in the Services submenu—you don’t 
even have to copy the text to the Clip¬ 
board first, as my old OS 9 standby 
required. Or, even easier, just press the 
AppendNote keyboard shortcut, 3€-shift-J. 
AppendNote saves the highlighted text 
in a file called Notes.txt located in your 
Documents folder (if that file already 
exists, AppendNote adds the new snippet 
to the end of the existing content). To 
help you keep track of your snippets, 
AppendNote tags each new entry in the 
file with the day, date, and time you 
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Take Note AppendNote lets you save snippets 
of text on-the-fly. 
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added it. And you can open the Notes 
file at any time to edit it (delete text, 
add text, and so on). AppendNote will 
continue to add new text to the end of 
the file. 

Because AppendNote is a service, it 
doesn't have a graphical interface, which 
means it doesn’t provide a Preferences 
dialog box as most applications do. 1 Iow- 
ever, you can customize AppendNote’s 
behavior. Knigmarelle includes an Apple- 
Script that lets you choose the format of 
the note separator; the style of the day, 
date, and time tag; and the location and 
name of the file. 

A good number of applications out 
there are specifically designed to help you 
organize notes and information, but many 
of them are overkill if you just want to 
save text you find in your daily Wei) surf¬ 
ing and e-mail reading. Also, Append- 
Note saves your information in a standard 
text file that you can open in any text edi¬ 
tor, and you can stick your Notes file in 
the Dock for easy access. For temporary 
text filing, AppendNote is hard to heat.

opens your Web browser to a map of 
the contact’s address in Google Maps. 
Google Directions opens a dialog box 
where you can enter start and end points 
for driving directions. By default, it picks 
your home address and that of the cur¬ 
rent Address Book contact as the start 
and end points, respectively, but you can 
also choose from your Address Book 
contacts or enter a custom address. 
Clicking on the OK button opens your 
browser to Google Maps’ directions for 
traveling between the two locations. 


Finally, Google Maps Preferences lets 
you determine how the plug-in passes 
addresses to Google.

DOCK CUSTOMIZER 

TransparentDock 

2.3.3 

When I finally upgraded my mission- 
critical Mac to Tiger, I noticed something 
amiss. I’d been using Free Range Mac’s $8 
TransparentDock 2.3.3 (MM; www.free 
rangemac.com) to customize my Dock for 
so long that I’d forgotten what a stock Dock 
looked like. It was then that I realized how 
much I had relied on TransparentDock. 

The most obvious difference between 
the standard Dock and my customized 
one is that the latter is completely trans¬ 
parent. But there are many other subtle 
differences as well. I’ve changed the Dock 


border and the triangles indicating open 
applications from black to white. I’ve also 
increased the size of the text label for the 
item beneath the cursor, and I’ve chosen a 
different appearance for minimized fold¬ 
ers. Finally, one of my favorite settings 
makes the icons of hidden applications 
translucent. TransparentDock gives you 
complete control over all these appear¬ 
ance settings and a few more—you can 
change the color of the Dock’s back¬ 
ground, and you can even customize the 
“poof” effect that occurs when you drag 
an item off the Dock. 

But these are just the visual options. 
TransparentDock includes many more 
that affect how the Dock behaves. In 
addition to the settings available in most 
OS X-tweaking utilities—Dock place¬ 


ment (bottom, top, left, right), pinning 
(middle, start, end), and the minimize and 
maximize effects (Genie, Scale, Suck)— 
power users and developers will appreci¬ 
ate having the ability to view background 
applications, hidden and system files, and 
package contents in the Dock and its 
menus. Tweakers will like the option of 
adding a Quit item to the Finder’s Dock 
menu. And many users will welcome the 
ability to turn off bouncing icons when an 
application wants your attention, and to 
make the Dock work like a standard Mac 
OS window instead of always floating 
above other windows. You can even 
remove the Finder icon from the Dock or 
lock Dock icons so they can’t be removed. 

TransparentDock also provides one 
other feature that will be popular with 
people who can’t settle on a single look: 
themes. You can save Dock settings as dif¬ 
ferent themes and then switch between 
them via TransparentDocks Theme pal¬ 
ette. This feature also allows you to save 
different configurations, with various appli¬ 
cations, documents, and so on, in each 
Dock—even if you keep the overall appear¬ 
ance of die Dock the same. In this respect, 
TransparentDock can replace a number of 
other Dock utilities with a single tool.

MOUSE-BUTTON ENHANCER 

One Finger Snap 

1.2.1 

Even with the introduction of Apple’s new 
Mighty Mouse—the first multibutton 
pointer in the company’s history—Macs 
still ship with a single-button mouse (or, 
in the case of laptops, a single button for 
the trackpad). And without purchasing a 
new mouse, the only way to access OS X’s 
contextual menus is to hold down the con¬ 
trol key while you click on your mouse’s 
single button. Why is this a problem? 
Well, it requires you to use two hands to 
do what should take only one—especially 
in the case of PowerBooks and iBooks, 
where you’re less likely to be using a 
third-party, multibutton input device. 

Luckily, Old Jewel Software has 
released the $7 One Finger Snap 1.2.1 
(♦Mi; www.oldjewelsoftware.com). This 
system preference lets you access contex¬ 
tual menus simply by clicking and holding 



One Button, One Hand One Finger Snap lets 
you activate contextual menus simply by clicking 
and holding the mouse button. 


the button of a mouse or trackpad—you 
set how long you need to hold it, any¬ 
where from half a second to three sec¬ 
onds. One nice touch is that One Finger 
Snap can provide feedback—in the form 
of a finger-snap sound, a screen flash, or 
both—to let you know when you’ve held 
the mouse button long enough. This is 
useful for situations where One Finger 
Snap doesn’t work—such as with incom¬ 
patible applications—so you aren’t sitting 
there waiting long after the contextual 
menu should have appeared. 

One Finger Snap is also smart enough 
to understand the difference between 


holding and dragging — if you move the 
cursor while you have the button pressed, 
the software will assume that you’re try¬ 
ing to drag content and will not activate 
the contextual menu. 

Finally, you can deactivate One Finger 
Snap in specific applications if you discover 
that it’s incompatible with them. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the procedure for doing so requires 
typing a command in Terminal. The util¬ 
ity’s Read Me file documents the command, 
but having to use Terminal for such a basic 
setting is a hassle; a better approach would 
be a dialog box in which you could choose 
the appropriate apps. 

One Finger Snap is especially useful 
for PowerBook and iBook users, since 
they can’t replace the trackpad with a 
multibutton version, but it’s even helpful 
for people who’ve already purchased a 
two-button mouse for their Mac: by 
using One Finger Snap to access contex¬ 
tual menus, you free up your second 
mouse button for other things, such as 
activating Expose or Dashboard.

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SPINNING A BETTER WEB

W hile Mac users now have sev¬ 
eral high-quality browsers to 
choose from, Safari is still 
their clear favorite. (To find out whether 
Macworld agrees with most Mac users, see 
our review on page 28.) But even Safari 
2.0—the new version recently released as 
part of OS X 10.4—isn’t quite perfect. 
Here are a few ways to make the most of 
Safari 2.0, as well as some tips on taking 
advantage of its lesser-known new features. 

Send Web Pages 

Before T iger, Safari offered no simple 
way to send someone a link to a Web 
page. You had to copy the URL, switch 
to your e-mail program, create a new 
message, and paste the URL into it. 


(Sure, there were workarounds 
involving JavaScript bookmarklets— 
but for many users, these tricks were 
more hassle than they were worth.) 

Safari 2.0 makes the process as simple 
as a keyboard shortcut: When you’re 
viewing a Web page you want to send, just 
press 3€-shift-I (or choose File: Mail Link 
To This Page). Your default e-mail app 
will open and create a new message that 
contains the URL and has the Web page’s 
title in its subject field. Just fill in the 
recipient’s address, add a note if you want, 
and click on Send. 

If you use Apple’s Mail, Safari also lets 
you send the contents of a Web page—to 
do so, you could use the 3€-I keyboard 
shortcut (or File: Mail Contents Of This 


Page). But keep in mind that most people 
would rather receive just a URL than a 
huge e-mail message full of links and 
images. Practice restraint with the 3£-I 
shortcut—stick to ^-shifit-I instead. 

Add Web Images to iPhoto 

Spot a nifty' image while you’re browsing 
your favorite blog and want to keep a 
copy of it in iPhoto? Control-click (or 
right-click) on it and choose Add Image 
To iPhoto Library. The image will be 
instantly imported into iPhoto.

icon in Safari's search box, the drop-down 
menu lets you specify which search engine you 
want to use. (It'll stick with that one until you 
switch again.) There's even a handy Google 
This Site option, which runs a Google search 
on just the site you're currently browsing (free; 
macworld.com/0784). 

PDF Browser Plugin Safari 2.0 offers 
basic PDF-viewing features, and the latest ver¬ 
sion of Adobe Reader includes a PDF plug-in 
for most Web browsers. But if you view a lot of 
PDFs online, you'll want to install PDF Browser 
Plugin. It provides multiple layout options; lets 
you view different parts of a PDF simultane¬ 
ously; supports annotation, forms, tables of 
contents, and links; and offers additional PDF 
printing options (home, education, or noncom¬ 
mercial use, free; commercial site license, $69; 
macworld.com/0785). 

PithHelmet Using PithHelmet, you can 
limit the number of ads you see, set a privacy 
level on cookies, and control how many times 


animated GIF images play. You can even cus¬ 
tomize PithHelmet's ad-blocking rules to pro¬ 
vide more or less protection ($10; macworld 

.com/0780). 

Safari Buttons Wish Safari had a New 
Tab button in its toolbar? Now it can. First, 
add the Bug button to Safari's toolbar (via the 
View menu in Safari 1 .X or via the Customize 
Address Bar dialog box in Safari 2.0) and 
then quit Safari. Now run the Safari Buttons 
installer. The next time you start Safari, that 
seldom-used Bug button will have become a 
useful New Tab button. You'll also be rewarded 
with new keyboard shortcuts that enable and 
disable image-free browsing. (Web surfing is 
much faster when you don't have to load pic¬ 
tures.) Just be sure to download the version 
of Safari Buttons that's right for Safari 2.0 
(free; macworld. com/0787).

Save It for Later 

In older versions of Safari, “saving” a Web 
page saved only its HTML source code; 
images and other embedded content were 
lost. Fortunately, Apple fixed this in Safari 
2.0: the Save As command includes a Web 
Archive option, which saves nearly every¬ 
thing on the page, including images. 

Search through History 

Searching in Safari's Bookmarks view used 
to return results from both your book¬ 
marks and your history. In Safari 2.0, you 
can search more selectively, choosing 
which of these collections you want to 
look through. 

To search only your history', choose 
Bookmarks: Show All Bookmarks (or just 
click on the bookmark icon on the Book¬ 
marks bar); then, in the Collections pane 
(on the left), click on History. Click on the 
magnifying-glass icon next to the search 
box at the bottom of the window, set the 
pop-up menu to In History, enter your 
search term, and press return. You can fol¬ 
low the same procedure to search only a 
specific bookmark collection. 

Unfortunately, Safari can’t search the 
actual content of the sites in your history;

(sec “Where Are You From?”). 

Import Bookmarks from 
Other Browsers 

Want to import a bunch of bookmarks 
from The Omni Group’s OmniWeb, 
Mozilla Firefox, or Microsoft Internet 
Explorer into Safari 2.0? Just choose 
File: Import Bookmarks, navigate to the 
other browser’s bookmark file, and click 
on Import. When the import is finished, 
Safari will switch to its Bookmarks view, 
and you’ll see a new bookmark col¬ 
lection—named Imported Date —that 
contains the imported bookmarks. You 
can then move those bookmarks into 
folders and/or Safari’s Bookmarks bar, as 
you see fit. 

The challenge is finding the bookmark 
file to import. If you use Internet Explorer, 
it’s a file called Favorites.html, which is 
in /your user folder/ Library/Preferences/ 
Explorer. For Firefox, look for the book¬ 
marks. html file in /your user folder/ 
Library/Application Support/Firefox/Pro-

Saft The big kahuna of Safari add-ons, 

Saft has more than 25 features: It lets you 
scroll pages by holding down the control key 
and moving the mouse, automatically save 
opened tabs when you quit Safari so they're 
open when you relaunch, create a bookmark 
folder from a set of tabs, rearrange tabs via 
drag and drop, and more. You can even specify 
an external editor, such as TextEdit, to use 
when entering text in Web forms ($ 12; mac 
world.com/0790). 


M saft 
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Saft Landing From this tabbed preference 
pane, Saft lets you customize more than 25 
features, including mouse navigation and 
tab arrangement. 


Sogudi Instead of beefing up the Google 
search box, Sogudi improves on Safari's search 
abilities with search shortcuts. In the address 
box, you enter a special site abbreviation and 
the terms you want to search for, and then 


press return. For example, typing hint 
safari downl oad will return macosx- 
hints.com tips about downloading with Safari. 
Sogudi includes 14 predefined shortcuts, and 
you can easily add your own. It also does 
more than just make searching faster: Want 
a shortcut for the Crazy Apple Rumors Site? 
Use Sogudi's preference pane to create a new 
shortcut (CAR, for instance) for www.crazy 
applerumors.com. Then, instead of entering 
that long URL, you can just type CAR. You can 
even view Unix man pages, with the useful 
man: shortcut (free; macworld.com/0791). 

Taboo Ever accidentally lose a bunch of 
Web sites you were browsing because you 
closed a Safari window with multiple open 
tabs? Never again: Install Taboo, and when¬ 
ever you close a Safari window, it will display 
a dialog box that asks whether you really want 
to close all the tabs. Such frustration preven¬ 
tion should really be built into Safari. For now, 
at least, you can rely on Taboo (free; www 
.ocdev.com).

Combine RSS Feeds 

Safari’s new RSS-viewing features are 
a handy way to track your favorite sites. 
But you may not realize that you can view 
multiple RSS feeds in one window. To do 
so, first create a folder in your Bookmarks 
bar (open the Bookmarks view, click on 
Bookmarks Bar in the Collections col¬ 
umn, and then click on the plus-sign but¬ 
ton [+] at the bottom of the Bookmark 
column; you can name the new folder 
anything you like). Then, one at a time, 
open the RSS feeds you want to add to 
the view. For each feed, add a bookmark 
to your new bookmark folder. 

x\fter this one-time setup, simply click on 
die folder in die Bookmarks bar and choose 
View All RSS Articles from the resulting 
menu (see “All the News”). All the articles 
from all the feeds in the folder will be dis¬ 


played in a single window; the 
name of the source feed will be dis¬ 
played next to each article’s title. 

Create a Personalized 
Clipping Service 

If you view an RSS feed (or group 
of feeds), you can use the Search 
Articles command to find articles 
that contain a particular word or 
phrase. Even better, you can book¬ 
mark the search results to create a 
live search feed. Safari will then 
keep an eye on die included feeds, 
watching for new articles contain¬ 
ing your search terms, and it’ll 
notify you when it finds something— voilh: 
a customized RSS feed. 

Disable PDF Viewing 

If you click on a link to a PDF document 
in Safari 2.0, the browser automatically 
loads the PDF in its current window. If 
you’d rather view the PDF in Preview or 
Acrobat, or download it, you have to wait 
for it to load and then manually save it to 
your hard drive. 

But you can make Safari 2.0 treat 
PDFs the way Safari l.X did (that is, save 
them to your default download folder). 
Here’s how: Quit Safari, launch Termi¬ 
nal, and type the following: 

defaults write com. apple.Safari 
WebKitOmitPDFSupport -bool YES 
Press return and then relaunch Safari. 
It will now download PDF documents to 
your hard drive. You can revert to Safari 
2.0’s default PDF behavior by entering 
this command with NO instead of YES.

Most Safari users never see the Debug 
menu. Designed to help programmers and 
Web coders, it has several features that reg¬ 
ular users can use too. 

To enable the Debug menu, quit Safari, 
launch Terminal, enter defaults wri te 
com.apple.Safa ri 1ncludeDebugMenu 
i, and press return. When you relaunch 
Safari, you should see the Debug menu to 
the right of the Help menu (see "Hidden 
Menu"). 

Some of its interesting options are Show 
Caches Window (which lets you view and/or 
dear Safari's various cache files), Show Page 
Load Test Window (for timing the loading 
of Web pages), Keyboard And Mouse Short¬ 
cuts (a huge list of Safari keyboard short¬ 
cuts), and User Agent (by setting this option 
to Windows MSIE 6.0 or Netscape 7.0, you 
may be able to gain access to sites that 
don't normally work in Safari). 

If you ever tire of this new menu, quit 
Safari and repeat the Terminal command but 
replace the numeral i with 0 (zero).

Find as You Type 

To find text within the current Web 
page, press 3€-F (as in most Mac apps) or 
the / (slash) key. Instead of opening up a 
separate Find window, Firefox opens a 
search bar at the bottom of the window 
(see “Fast Finds”). As soon as it finds a 
match, it highlights the found text. To 
make searching even faster and easier, 
turn on Firefox’s Find As You Type fea¬ 
ture. To do so, choose Firefox: Prefer¬ 
ences, click on the Advanced icon, and 
select the Begin Finding When You 
Begin Typing option (it’s located in the 
Accessibility section). Now the search 
bar will appear and Firefox will start 
searching as soon as you type any charac¬ 
ter—no 3$-F or / required.

M ozilla Firefox is rapidly catching 
on with Mac users, and for good 
reason: It’s free, fast, and flexible, 
and it does an outstanding job of display¬ 
ing most Web pages. (This cross-platform 
browser is also increasingly popular among 
Windows users, largely because of its 
excellent pop-up-blocking features). And 
beneath Firefox’s simple interface are some 
surprisingly powerful features. The follow¬ 
ing tips will help you maximize this up- 
and-comer’s potential. (All these tips were 
tested in Firefox 1.0.6 but should also ««« 
work in newer versions.) 


click on Add. Firefox will create a book¬ 
mark folder with the name you selected. 
To reopen that set of tabs, navigate to that 
folder in your Bookmarks menu and 
choose Open In Tabs. 

> You can set up Firefox so it opens 
multiple Web sites (each in its own tab) 
when you click on the Home button. Just 
go to the sites you want it to open, choose 
Firefox: Preferences, click on the General 
icon, and click on Use Current Pages 
(under Home Page).

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this tedium by assigning keywords to 
bookmarks that you use often. That way, 
you can zip to that site with just a few 
keystrokes. For example, to assign a key¬ 
word to www.apple.com, choose Book¬ 
marks: Manage Bookmarks, select the 
bookmark for that site, and click on the 
Properties button in the toolbar. (Or you 
can control-click [or right-click] on the 
bookmark and select Properties from the 
contextual menu.) Enter a short text 
string (such as ap) in the Keyword field 
and click on OK. The next time you want 
to visit Apple’s Web site, type ap in the 
o Address field and press return. 


Take Advantage of Tabs 

Like most modern browsers, Firefox 
lets you open multiple Web pages as 
tabs within a single window. But it 
sports some handy tab-navigation 
tools you may not know about: 

> To move to the next tab, press 
control-page down or control-tab. To 
move to the previous tab, press con¬ 
trol-page up or control-shift-tab. 

> To save the addresses of all open 
tabs at once (so you can easily return 
to the same set), choose Bookmarks: 
Bookmark This Page (or press 
3€-D). Select the Bookmark All Tabs 
In A Folder option, enter a name, and 
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Fast Finds After a simple preference change, you can type any text 
into Firefox's search bar to see matching text highlighted instantly. 


Assign Keywords to 
Searches 

You can also use keywords to make 
searching easier. Go to a Web page 
that has a search box. Control- 
click (or right-click) on that box 
and choose Add A Keyword For 
This Search from the pop-up 
menu (see “Keys to the Search”). 
In the resulting dialog box, enter a 
name in the Name field and a short 
keyword in the Keyword field, and 
click on Add. Then, to search that 
site, type the keyword followed by 
your search term in Firefox’s Loca¬ 
tion bar (not the search box). For 
example, if I assigned it to my own 
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Interesting Thing of the Day site, I could 
then type it cheese in the Location bar 
to search for cheese-related articles on 
that site. By the way, Firefox has a built-in 
smart keyword for looking up defini¬ 
tions at Dictionary.com: just go to the 
Location bar, enter diet followed by a 
space and the word you want to look up, 
and press return. 

Change Your Theme 

While extensions change Fire fox’s capa¬ 
bilities (see “Extending Firefox”), themes 
change its look-and-feel—its icons, 
fonts, colors, button shapes, and other 
interface elements (but not the Web 
pages themselves). To add a theme, 
choose Tools: Themes and click on the 
Get More Themes link at the bottom of 
the window.

Master the Keyboard 

If you like to keep your fingers on die key¬ 
board, you’ll like Firefox’s extensive key¬ 
board shortcuts—many of which do not 
appear in its menus. (For an extensive list, 
see macworld.com/0792.) My favorites: 

> Turn caret browsing on/off: press F7. 
This feature puts an insertion point on 
screen, letting you select Web text using die 
keyboard. 

> Select the next or previous search 
engine: press control-up arrow or con¬ 
trol-down arrow when the insertion point 
is in the search box.

If you type a b o u t: c on f f g into the Firefox 
Location bar and press return, you'll see a list 
of hundreds of options that you can modify 
right from the browser window (see "About 
This Browser")—and most of them can't be 
adjusted in Firefox's Preferences menu. They 
range from the way your mouse works to 
obscure network settings. (To get a full list of 
these options, check out macworld.com/0793.) 

The about:config window displays the name, 
status, type (Boolean, integer, or string), and value 
for each option. To change a Boolean (true or 
false) value, double-click on it; for other options, 
double-click on the row and then enter a new 
setting. You can control-dick (or right-click) on a 
value to reset it; from the resulting contextual 
menu, you can also add, copy, or modify values. 

For example, you can use the about.config 
page to activate a feature called pipelining, 
which sends multiple HTTP requests at once. 
With fast Internet connections, this can dramati¬ 
cally speed up page loading, as different page 
elements can load at the same time. To turn on 
pipelining, double-click on network.http.pipelin- 
ing to set its value to true; do the same for net- 
work.http.proxy.pipelining. Next, double-click on 
network.http.pipelining.maxrequests and enter 
the number of simultaneous requests you'd like 
to send (try entering 8 as a starting point). 

You can also add new options if they aren't 
already on the list. For example, to block Flash- 


based sites from opening pop-up windows, con¬ 
trol-dick (or right-dick) anywhere on the page 
and choose New: Integer from the contextual 
menu. Enter pri vacy. popups. di sabl e 
f rom_pl ugl ns as the preference name. For 
the value, enter 2. 

Here's another option you can add: By default, 
Firefox waits 250 milliseconds before beginning to 
display a page (allowing more of the 
page to load into memory first). You 
may be able to speed up page render¬ 
ing by removing this delay. Control- 
dick (or right-dick) anywhere on the 
aboutxonfig page and choose New: 

Integer from the contextual menu. 
Enternglayout.ini tial paint

0 as its value. The amount of improve¬ 
ment (if any) will depend on the speed 
of your machine and Internet connec¬ 
tion; try it out and see if it helps. 

But heed two warnings before you 
dive in: First, some of the aboutxonfig 
settings have no effect in OS X. Sec¬ 
ond, the aboutxonfig window gives 
you a lot of power, with which you 
can cause a lot of damage (including 
utterly disabling Firefox). So be careful. 

Before you do anything else, back up 
the Firefox folder in /your user folder/ 
Library/Application Support. 


Changes you make will take effect when 
you restart Firefox. To undo a change you 
made, control-dick (or right-click) on the set¬ 
ting and choose Reset from the contextual 
menu. Firefox will return the setting to its 
default value; if it was a setting you added, it 
will be given a blank value and will disappear 
when you quit Firefox.

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EXTENDING 

Firefox fans love the browser's extensions— 
third-party apps that let you add all sorts of use¬ 
ful features, such as an RSS reader and CSS 
editing, to the browser. Firefox also works with 
other add-ons—including themes and alterna¬ 
tive search engines—that make it a power 
surfer's dream browser. There are hundreds of 
free add-ons (and more appear every day); some 
of my favorites follow. 

To add an extension, choose Tools: Exten¬ 
sions and click on the Get More Extensions link 
at the bottom of the window. On the page that 
appears, find the extension you want, and then 
click on the Install Now link. Verify that the site 
hosting the download is one you trust (such as 
ftp.mozilla.org), and click on the Install Now 
button. Most extensions take effect only after 
you restart Firefox. Adding a new theme is pretty 
much the same; just choose Tools: Themes 
instead, and go from there. 

Some of the add-ons described 
here follow other installation 
procedures; those exceptions 
have been noted. 

Some extensions aren't com¬ 
patible with Tiger. And because 
third parties develop these exten¬ 
sions, conflicts can occur. If you 
change your mind or encounter a 
nonfunctioning extension, you 
can (in most cases) remove it by 
clicking on the Uninstall button 
(the leftmost button at the bot¬ 
tom of the Extensions window) 
and restarting Firefox. A few par¬ 
ticularly stubborn add-ons may 
not disappear unless you create 
a new profile. (That's an all¬ 
purpose troubleshooting step 
that can solve many Firefox prob¬ 
lems. For details, see macworld 
.com/0794.) 

Brushed Theme I prefer 
Safari's brushed-metal toolbars, 
tabs, and buttons to Firefox's 
more generic-looking controls. 

The Brushed theme, from e|vo, 
doesn't exactly match the look- 
and-feel of Safari, but it comes 
close—and it makes Firefox feel 
significantly more Mac-like. 

Firefox G5-0ptimized 
Builds It isn't exactly an add-

on, but a G5-optimized build should be at the 
top of your must-get list if your Mac has a G5 
processor. Neil Lee provides free builds, opti¬ 
mized for G5 Macs, of each Firefox release; they 
provide noticeably faster all-around operation 
(macworld.com/0795). 

Firefoxy Mac users trying out Firefox fre¬ 
quently complain that the controls in Web-page 
forms (radio buttons, check boxes, and so on) 
don't have the same look-and-feel that they 
have in Safari. But you can spiff up those con¬ 
trols with Firefoxy. Drag and drop Firefox.app 
onto Firefoxy, and Firefoxy will replace some of 
the stock graphics with new, more elegant ones 
(see "In Good Form").To undo the change, just 
drag and drop the app onto Firefoxy again 
(macworld.com/0796). 

FoxyTunes If you want to control iTunes 
from within Firefox, try FoxyTunes. It adds a 

series of tiny iTunes control but¬ 
tons to the status bar at the 
bottom of the Firefox window; 
they let you play, pause, go to 
the next or previous track, 
adjust the volume, display the 
current song name, and more. 

ScrapBook If you do a lot 
of online research, ScrapBook 
will quickly become your favorite 
extension. It lets you save all 
or part of a Web page—includ¬ 
ing graphics, movies, audio, 
and other linked pages—to an 
archive that you can search 
from Firefox's sidebar. You can 
annotate saved pages, highlight 
them, and remove elements 
from them; sort, backup, and 
export your saved documents; 
and much more. 

SessionSaver As its name 
implies, the remarkable Session- 
Saver extension saves the state 
of your browser—every tab and 
window, every half-filled Web 
form, every scroll-bar position 
(everything )—when you quit the 
browser, and then it returns the 
browser to that state upon 
relaunch. Even if Firefox crashed 
or if you force-quit it, Session- 
Saver will put everything back 
the way it was. 
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In Good Form After you modify Firefox 
with Firefoxy, elements in Web forms look 
more Mac-like (bottom). 


Stumblellpon After you sign up for a 
StumbleUpon account, this simple but incredibly 
addictive extension adds a StumbleUpon toolbar 
to Firefox. Click on the toolbar's Stumble button 
to go to a random Web site devoted to any of 
the hundreds of topics that match your interests. 
It also lets you give sites "thumbs-up" or 
"thumbs-down" ratings; these ratings determine 
which sites appear when other Web surfers with 
similar interests use StumbleUpon. 

Tab X and miniT If you want Firefox to look 
and act more like Safari, add the Tab X extension. 

It does just one tiny thing: it puts an individual 
close button on each tab, replacing the single (and 
counterintuitive) close button at the right end of 
the tab bar. (Too bad it doesn't put the close but¬ 
ton on the left side of the tab, where it belongs.) 
For even more flexibility, you should also add 
miniT, which lets you rearrange the order of your 
tabs simply by dragging them to a new location. 

Wizz RSS News Reader and Sage Firefox 
has minimal RSS capabilities. You can click on an 
icon at the bottom of an RSS-enabled site's win¬ 
dow to add a bookmark item that displays recent 
headlines. But you can't mark an article as read 
or unread, see previews of posts, download Pod¬ 
casts, or do many of the other things full-fledged 
RSS browsers let you do. But several extensions 
can bulk up Firefox's RSS tools. I prefer Wizz RSS 
News Reader (see "Nobody Beats the Wizz"), 
which includes Podcast support, along with other 
bells and whistles. However, its interface is a bit 
awkward. For a simpler, more elegant approach 
(but without Podcast support), try Sage.

THE BEST 
BLOGGING 
TOOLS FOR 
THE MAC

According to one recent estimate, a new 
Weblog is created every second. Every¬ 
one from your geeky IT coworker to 
your Uncle Marvin has one already. So 
why don’t you? If you’ve got some¬ 
thing— anything —you want to share with 
the rest of the world, a blog is the place 
to do it. And it’s never been easier to 
jump on the blogging bandwagon. The 
tools and services required are inexpen¬ 
sive (and often free) and as simple (or as 
powerful) as you want. 

Right now, the blogging tools most 
popular with Mac users are TypePad and 


Movable Type, both from Six Apart; 
Blogspot and Blogger, from Blogger (now 
part of Google); and WordPress, an open- 
source tool. 

These five tools range in power and 
complexity from simple-but-limited (Type- 
Pad, Blogger, and Blogspot) to do-pretty- 
much-anything-but-may-require-coding 
(WordPress). Movable Type is somewhere 
between these two extremes. 

Two of them—TypePad and Blogspot— 
also provide the hosting services you need 
in order to put your blog on the Web. The 
other three require that you arrange the 


hosting yourself (though that’s not espe¬ 
cially hard to do). 

Here are the tools I’d recommend for 
different sorts of bloggers. 

Hosts with the Most 

If you’ve never set up and maintained a 
Web page, you may want to start your 
blogging career with one of the two 
hosted services, TypePad or Blogspot. 
Simply put, this means that your blog will 
have the address exa?nple. typepad.com or 
t , .v/77///?/e.blogspot.com. 

TypePad Of the two, TypePad (www 
.typepad.com) is more straightforward: 
with it, you can have a new blog online 
within a few minutes. Click on a few but¬ 
tons in your browser, enter your credit 
card number, and choose a design, and 
your site is live. But even with all that 
simplicity, TypePad offers some decent 
extras. It allows readers to comment on 
your posts, and it lets you categorize 
your posts by topic (or whatever) for 
easier navigation. Like all the services 
mentioned here, it supports XML syndi¬ 
cation (so readers can keep track of your 
blog in their RSS news readers). 

But TypePad has drawbacks. For one, 
it’s the only blogging service described 
here that doesn’t offer a free version. You 
can try it out for 30 days; after that, you’ll 
have to pay $5 to $15 per month (or $50 
to $150 a year), depending on the sendee 
level you choose (Basic, Plus, or Pro), to 
keep adding to your site. At the Basic 
level, TypePad is pretty limited unless 
you know some HTML. For example, its 
Mixed Media Layout designs look like 
promising ways to share photos and even 
video — but you can’t use them without 
learning some HTML tags. The Plus and 
Pro accounts offer more flexibility and 
power, letting multiple authors con¬ 
tribute or letting you run multiple blogs 
yourself. But, again, you have to pay for 
the increased level of service. 

Blogspot For a simple solution that 
doesn’t cost money, check out Blogspot 
(www.blogspot.com). If you just want to 
enter plain text and upload images, it’s 
got everything you need and doesn’t 
require any HTML knowledge. Just start 
an account, name your blog, choose a 
template, and start posting. You can 
adjust your blog’s settings, and you can 
even tweak its layout (a bit), without dig¬ 
ging into any code. But to go further, 
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even to do something as r 2J2S! 
simple as change the links in 
your sidebar from the default 
ones (links to “Edit Me” are 
sure signs of a blogging new¬ 
bie), you’ll need to learn 
some code.

The other three tools (Blog¬ 
ger, Movable Type, and 
Word Press) let you put your 
blog on whatever Web host 
you want The most immedi¬ 
ate advantage of this is that 
you get to use your own 
domain name, instead of a 
lengthy URL that includes the 
name of your service. Beyond 
that cosmetic effect, using 
your own host with Movable 
Type or Word Press means 
that you’re running the blog¬ 
ging software on your own 
server, not someone else’s, so 
you have complete control 
over your blog. However, it 
also means that you’ll have to fix problems 
yourself if any occur. (For more on hosting, 
see “Blogging'Pips and Tricks.”)

Blogger Of the three tools that come 
without hosting, Blogger (www.blogger 
.com) is by far the simplest. In fact, the 


only difference between 
Blogger and Blogspot is 
Blogspot’s hosting service. 
Otherwise, they supply the 
same tools for building a 
blog and posting to it. If 
you’re using Blogspot and 
want to move to a host of 
your own, the transition is 
easy: just click on the Switch 
To FTP link and fill out a 
form, and your existing blog 
will be moved (sec “Blogger 
Upgrade”). With other blog¬ 
ging tools, you’ll need to 
export and import your 
posts. Because it’s basically 
identical to Blogspot, with¬ 
out the convenience of 
the hosting service, Blogger 
has been waning in popular¬ 
ity lately. 

Movable Type Like Type- 
Pad, Movable Type (www 
.movabletype.org) costs 
money. Unlike TypePad, it 
has a free version that lets you 
(and only you—no multiple authors) run 
as many as three blogs; however, the draw¬ 
back to the free service is that it does not

include customer support. The $70 Basic 
version supports as many as five authors 
and unlimited blogs; the $100 package 
supports unlimited authors and blogs. 
Note, also, that Movable Type is now 
offering blog hosting through partners: 
Pair.com (a well-known hosting com¬ 
pany), for example, sells Movable Type 
blog hosting for $6 a month on top of its 
standard fees. In the long run, it’s the most 
expensive option of them all, but it’s by far 
the simplest if you need a high-end tool. 

Whichever license you choose, Mov¬ 
able Type is substantially more powerful 
than TypePad. While it lets you easily cre¬ 
ate multiple Weblogs (by clicking on Cre¬ 
ate New Weblog and filling out an online 
form), it also supports advanced Web 
technologies such as dynamic publishing. 
Because it’s written in Perl and the source 
code is available to anyone who wants to 
play with it, there are many third-party 
plug-ins that can enhance your site. In 
part because of that sophistication, initial 
installation of Movable Type can be diffi¬ 
cult, particularly for Web newbies. 

Word Press By contrast, Word Press 
(www.wordpress.org) is known for its easy 
setup. But at the same time, it’s the most 
powerful of these blogging tools. While 
Word Press is accessible enough for inter¬ 


mediate bloggers, advanced Web authors 
will really appreciate it. 

WordPress is written in PI IP and is an 
open-source app, so its code is freely acces¬ 
sible. And an active developer community 
works constantly to improve and enhance 
it. If you want something unusual, there’s a 
good chance that somebody has already 


written it (see “WordPress Plus”); if not, 
you’re welcome to write it yourself. Word- 
Press’s biggest drawback is that if you want 
to run more than one blog, you’ll need to 
install additional copies of the app. And like 
so many other open-source tools, Word- 
Press’s documentation is in sore need of 
some volunteer help.

PHOTOGRAPHERS 


If all you want to do is share snapshots, you can 
use a photo-sharing site such as Flickr (www 
.flickr.com). But if you want to supplement those

with a photo-friendly blogging tool. 

All the major blogging tools will let 
you show off your photos in a small 
blog. TypePad delivers a lot for mini¬ 
mal effort (see "Online Album Made 
Easy"). Its album-publishing tool lets 
you upload a zipped folder of images. 

The tool then opens the zipped file 
and puts the images into a folder that ! 
you name. It creates thumbnails of 
each image; you can then go in and 
add a caption to each photo. Unfortu- Five a 
nately, even though Movable Type is Bloggi 
related to TypePad, many of these uploac 
features haven't yet migrated to Mov¬ 
able Type (as of version 3.2, which was just 
released at press time). 

Blogspot and Blogger aren't there yet either. 
They let you upload a maximum of five images 
at a time (see "Five at a Time"), and neither

creates thumbnails. WordPress handles photos 
the same way it handles so much else: with a 
plug-in. There's a wide variety of choices, so 
you'll have to experiment and see which one 
works best for you. 
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BLOGGING TIPS AND TRICKS 

So you've chosen and downloaded the Weblog tool that's right for you, and now you're ready to start blogging. 
Here are a few pointers to get you started off on the right foot. 



Why can't writing text for a Weblog be 
like writing text in a word processor? If you'd 
rather just choose styles, such as bold and italic, 
than remember tags, such as <strong> and 
<em>, you can—if your browser will let you. In 
OS X, you'll need Firefox (see "Writing with 
Movable Type"). All the blogging apps men¬ 
tioned here offer additional editing tools in Fire- 
fox that aren't available in Safari (yet). 

> TypePad puts some of its most useful 
functions in its sidebars, so be sure to check 
them out. You can create lists of sites, books, 
music, or photos and add them to your blog's 
sidebar. You can also add a calendar of posts 
and other fun tidbits (such as your iChat sta¬ 
tus). And you do all this by filling in online 
forms — no HTML required. 

You don't need your own domain name in 
order to host your own site with Movable Type 
or WordPress. But you do need an ISP or host¬ 
ing company that gives you FTP access and the 
ability to run your own server-side applications. 
This leaves out .Mac users. If you want a blog 
on your .Mac account, check out iBIog, from 


Lifli Software (macworld 
.com/0797). 

> Want the conve¬ 
nience of hosting but also 
want to use your own 
domain name? TypePad's 
two higher levels of service 
(Plus and Pro) let you do 
domain mapping—your 
site is on TypePad's servers, 
but anyone can get to it 
by entering your domain 
name or surfing to your 
site. And I know some very 
technology-sawy people 
who have chosen TypePad 
because they don't want to 
have to worry about regu¬ 
larly installing the latest software fixes— 
they've found that letting Six Apart deal with 
those headaches is worth the annual fee. If 
you modify the templates and use your own 
domain name, people might not even realize 
that you're using TypePad. 


> A personal license for two people to jointly 
author a single noncommercial Movable Type 
Weblog starts at $70. Instead of purchasing that 
license, consider the Six Apart Professional Net¬ 
work {sixapart.com/pronet). It's free to join, and 
it comes with a free commercial license. 


Get Blogging 

In choosing the right blogging tool, it all 
comes down to what works best for you. 
Do you just want to dip your toes into 
the blogging waters? Try Blogspot. It’s 
the perfect (and a very common) place to 
start, it’s free, and, because it's hosted, 
you don’t have to worry about maintain¬ 
ing it. Want more functionality without 
the hosting pains? Go for one of the paid 
TypePad accounts. Want to put several 
blogs on that unused domain name 
you’ve had all these years? Try Movable 
Type. Want to dive into the code and 
tweak your blog to your heart’s content 
(and help out the open-source commun¬ 
ity at the same time)? Then you’re a 
WordPress user. 

No matter which blogging tool seems 
best for you, time’s a-wasting. In the time 
you spent reading this article, 600 new 
blogs were created.

The open-source revolution has pro¬ 
duced plenty of powerful programs for 
the Mac. It has also provided some of the 
fundamental—and free—tools that run 
the Web, including Apache (the world’s 
most popular Web server) and MySQL 
(the relational database system that’s used 
by Yahoo, NASA, and a bunch of other 
huge organizations that could afford to 
pay for software). 

While professional Web developers 
use such big-name open-source applica¬ 
tions as Apache, they also freely sample 
from myriad smaller open-source proj¬ 
ects—bulletin-board programs, blogging 
apps, content-management systems, and 
other tools available at sites like Source- 
Forge.net. 

Professional Web developers aren’t 
the only ones who can benefit from soft¬ 
ware produced (or at least inspired) by 
the open-source movement. The Web is 
bursting with Mac resources that can 
help anyone who runs a Web site. Here 
are a few of the best. 

In Living Color 

Selecting just the right colors—ones that 
will enhance your Web site’s message rather

than detract from it—can be a 
daunting task for any designer. 

Years of disciplined study and prac¬ 
tical experience might make the 
process easier. But for people who need 
a little push in the right direction, there 
are several free Web tools that help you 
generate palettes of compatible colors, 
ranging from the bright and loud to the 
somber and subdued. 

Color Schemer Online (macworld 
.com/0798) provides a simple interface 
that lets you select a color and instantly 
see 15 other harmonious colors (see 
“Does Magenta Go with Puce?”). Color 
Scheme Generator 2 (macworld.com/ 
0799) takes a more scientific and complex 
approach; it includes tools for viewing 
monochromatic, contrasting, and ana¬ 
logic color schemes. 

If a photo is providing your inspiration, 
feed its URL to DeGraeve.com’s Color 
Palette Generator (macworld.com/0800). 
The app will return two color schemes— 
a “vibrant” one and a “dull” one—based 
on the image’s colors. 

inexpensive Images 

A picture may be worth a thousand 
words. But to a designer, free photos may 
save a thousand bucks. Stock photogra¬ 
phy can be expensive—it’s not uncom¬ 
mon to have to pay a few hundred dollars 
per image, and that can quickly erode a 
tlesign budget. 

Fortunately, there are plenty of online 
sources for low-cost or free imagery. 
MorgueFile (www.morguefile.com), for 
example, organizes its collection of free 
high-resolution photos into simple cate¬ 
gories such as Animal, Objects, People, 
and Still Life (see “From the Morgue”). 
Stock.Xchng (www.sxc.hu) has a massive 
selection: more than 150,()()() photos. 
iStockPhoto (www.istockphoto.com) isn’t 
free, but each image costs just Si to S3, 
and the quality of the photos is better than 
what you’ll find at most free sites. And you 
can search the Web with YotoPhoto 



(yotophoto.com), a search engine that 
scours the Web for free images. 

When you’re searching for and using 
free imagery, keep in mind that you get 
what you pay for, so you may have to wade 
through dozens of bland vacation snap¬ 
shots before you find a real gem. Most 
free photo sites let contributing photog-

raphers define a photo’s usage rights: in 
some cases, you must credit the photogra¬ 
pher; in others, commercial use is limited. 
Make sure to read the fine print on each 
site and tor each photo you want to use. 

ASCII-Style 

Anyone who remembers daisy-wheel 
printers knows what ASCII art is about: 
images created with chunky black letters 
on white paper. If you're looking for that 
retro-tech look, check out ASCII Art 
Made Easy (macworld.com/0801). Provide 
a photo, and this Web page can quickly 
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rurn it into a series of symbols and letters 
that simulate the various shades of gray. 
Squint hard enough, and the results look 
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Page Design on the Cheap NVU provides 
many of the features you'll find in more-expensive 
Web apps such as Macromedia Dreamweaver. 

like the real thing. You can even add a 
modern touch of color. 

Building on a Budget 

Macromedia Dreamweaver and GoLive 
may be the reigning champs of Web design, 
but not everyone can afford them. If 
money is tight, NVU (www.nvu.com) is 
worth a look (see “Page Design on the 
Cheap”). This open-source program 
runs on Linux, Windows, and the Mac, 
and it provides many of the features of 
an expensive Web design applica¬ 
tion—a WYSIWYG view, word-pro¬ 
cessor-like text tools, integrated FTP, 
template support, a CSS (Cascading Style 
Sheets) editor, and even a spelling checker. 

Online Measuring Tape 

CSS gives Web designers the power to 
accurately control their page layouts. With 
pixel-accurate placement, you can dictate 
where a banner, sidebar, or graphic should 
be placed on a page. 

Measurelt (macworld.com/0802), a Fire- 
fox extension by Kevin Freitas, is a simple 
tool that can help refine your design 
process. While viewing a page in Fire fox, 
you drag a rectangle across the page— 
ov er a graphic, for example. A shaded box 
appears giving you pixel values for the 
width and height. It’s a helpful diagnostic 
tool, perfect for making sure your designs 
add up. 

All-Purpose Tool 

Web Designers spend a lot of time asking 
questions: Why doesn’t the design look 
exactly the way I planned it? How will my 


site look if visitors don’t have JavaScript 
turned on? Is my HTML and CSS code 
correct? And there are many ways to get 
the answers. Bur for all-around useful¬ 
ness, you won’t find anything better than 
the Web Developer extension, by Chris 
Pederick (see “Swiss Army Knife”). 

This Firefox add-on (macworld.com/ 
0803) provides countless useful tools for 
analyzing Web pages. You can turn off 
JavaScript to see how a page works without 
it; add a graphic outline around all block- 
level elements to quickly identify layout 
elements on a page; display the size (in pix¬ 
els) of any block or image on the page; view 
any cookies currently set for the current 
Web site; make sure all the links on a cur¬ 
rent page work; validate HTML and CSS; 
and plenty more. Web Developer belongs 
in every Web designers toolbox. 


How Does It Look in Windows? 

Mac Web designers face the uncomfort¬ 
able fact that most people browsing the 
Web use Internet Explorer (IE) on Win¬ 
dows computers. Because IE is relatively 
old and doesn’t adhere to the same stan¬ 
dards as Safari or Firefox, you’ll often 
find that a design that looks beautiful on 
vour Mac will fall apart on IF" for Win¬ 
dows. If you don’t have a Windows 
machine lying around, you can get a little 
help on the Web. Browsershots (browser 
shots.org) is a free Web-based screen-cap¬ 
ture tool that lets you see what your Web 
site will look like on different Web 
browsers and operating systems. It can 
take screenshots of IE 5.5 and 6 for Win¬ 
dows, and it can even take them at differ¬ 
ent screen resolutions and with different 
color depths. Since this is a volunteer 
effort, you may find that it takes a few 


hours and sometimes days for your 
screenshots to be completed. If you’ve 
got more money than time, BrowserCam 
(www.browsercam.com) provides a com¬ 
mercial alternative. 

Net Administrators Rejoice 

If you’re neck-deep in the Web, you 
probably have to deal with a lot of 
hassles — registering domain names, 
making sure your Web server is still up- 
and-running, and fighting spammers. 
There are plenty of tools available in OS 
X’s Unix core that’ll help you with all 
that. But if you want a one-stop shop for 
much of your Web administrivia, check 
out DNS Stuff (www.dnsstuff.com). 
There you can find out who owns any 
domain on the Web, whether a mail 
server (including your own) is listed in a 
spam database, and many more ways to 
track down network problems. 

Desk(top) Reference 

Keeping up with the Web’s chang¬ 
ing trends and technologies can be a 
full-time job. But you shouldn’t have 
to waste your time looking for the 
best sources of information. The Web 
Developer’s Handbook (www.alvit.de/ 
handbook) is a compact Web page 
loaded with hundreds of links to 
some of the most useful Web-design 
resources on the Web. From design 
inspiration to the latest technical tips and 
tricks, you’ll find plenty of sites that can 
make you a better designer.

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Kid-Proof Your Mac 

“Don't take e-mail from strangers.” “Look both ways before you IM.” 
“Stay away from bad Web sites.” Being a parent can be complicated— 
and now modern parents have the Internet to worry about, too. Luck¬ 
ily, Tiger’s new parental controls can help. 


No Kids? 


Whether you share n Mac with your children or they 
have their own, it’s a snap to create user accounts so 
that everyone has separate preferences and settings for 
applications. Now Tiger also lets you set parental con¬ 
trols , or limits on what your kids can do, so it’s easier 
for them to use the computer—and so they have fewer 
things to fiddle with (or break). 

Setting limits is a great way to get kids used to the 
Mac. Starting with basic applications and the games 
they want to play, you can gradually broaden their 
access to other programs. Parental controls are also a 
good way to protect your kids from the 
seamier side of the Internet without 
investing in add-on software. 


Parental controls aren't just for par 
ents. Use these tools to limit users 
to certain tasks on any Mac— 
whether it's at a computer lab, a 
library, a kiosk, or an Internet cafe. 


One Mac, Many Users 

If you’re the only user on your Mac, 
you may have noticed that you have spe¬ 
cial powers. With your secret decoder 
ring (your password), you’re allowed to 
install software, make changes to preferences that 
affect the entire system, and create and delete other 
user accounts. You’ve got all this power because 
you’re the administrator. Each Mac has at least one. 

But there are also more-limited types of accounts. 
By default, when you create an account without 
administrator abilities, it’s called a standard account. 
Standard users can’t install software for all users or

make changes to options in certain System Prefer¬ 
ences panes (such as options in Startup Disk and Net¬ 
work, and others that affect the entire computer). 

If you restrict an account further by using parental 
controls, it becomes a managed account. For instance, 
you can choose exactly which applications managed 
users can run, and you can limit the tasks they can 
perform in the Finder. 

Create a New Account When you’re ready to get 
started, open System Preferences, click on the 
Accounts pane, click on the padlock, and enter your 
administrator password. (Only administrators can 
create user accounts.) 

You’ll see a list of your Mac’s user accounts. To cre¬ 
ate a new one, click on the plus-sign icon (+) below 
the accounts list. A sheet will appear. Enter a user 
name, a short name (which doesn’t have to match the 
user’s real name), and a password. Type the password 
a second time to verify it. Add a password hint if you 
want. Now you’re ready to make the rules. 

House Rules 

With the user account selected, click on the Parental 
Controls tab. You’ll see that Tiger lets you set restric¬ 
tions for five things: Mail, Finder & System, iChat, 
Safari, and Dictionary (see “Setting Limits”). You 
have different options for each one. I’ll take you 
through the application options first. 

Mail Worried about your kids receiving sleazy 
spam or exchanging e-mail messages with strangers? 
You can set up a list of people (for instance, relatives, 
their homeroom teachers, and their best friends) with 
whom they can exchange messages. 

Select the Mail option and click on Configure, and 
you’ll see a sheet where you can add e-mail addresses. 
Select the Send Permission Emails To option, and 
Mail will send a message to you, or to someone else, so 
you can authorize e-mail messages to or from people 
not on die list. That’s handy if your child is working on 
a project and needs to send and receive messages from 
new people. You must be using Mail in Tiger to give 
this authorization. 

iChat As with Mail, you can set up a list of people 
your child can chat with. Select iChat, click on Con¬ 
figure, and add any names you want. 
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Safari Until recently, you’ve had to use a special 
browser, such as Freeverse Software’s $30 Bumper- 
Car or app4mac’s S29 KidsBrowser (see macworld 
.com/0576), if you wanted any control over your kids’ 
surfing habits. But now Safari’s parental controls 
cover the basics. You create Safari bookmarks for the 
sites you want to allow. 

Select the Safari option and click on Configure. Now 
go to Apple: Log Out your user mt?ne y and then log back 
in as your child. Launch Safari. When you try to visit a 
Web site, Safari will display a page telling you that the 
program is limited by parental controls. Click on Add 
Website, and then enter your administrator user name 
and password in the dialog box. A link to the site will 
appear in the Bookmarks bar. The user will be able to 
access sites only through the Bookmarks bat; so you 
may want to shorten the site name to conserve space. 

If you want to add or subtract multiple bookmarks, 
the easiest way is to click on the locked Show All Book¬ 
marks icon to the left (represented by an open book 
with a lock). Enter your user name and password, and 
then organize bookmarks in this view. Notice that 
Apple provides a Kids folder here with a number of 
sites you might want to include. 

Dictionary If you activate parental controls for the 
new Dictionary application, it will limit access to 
“certain words, such as some profanity.” You have no 
control over which words Dictionary blocks. 

A Fitting Finder 

The Finder & System controls give you the most lati¬ 
tude in choosing what your kids can and can’t do on 
your Mac. Select Finder 5c System and click on Con¬ 
figure to see the many limits you can set. 

Simple Finder Your first choice is between Simple 
Finder and Some Limits. Simple Finder is a great 
choice for young children, or for situations (such as 
in a computer lab or a library) where you want users 
to access only certain programs. It presents a very 
limited interface to the user: the Dock contains three 
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Only the Essentials Simple Finder gives kids a minimalist 
interface in which they can't break anything. The Dock contains 
only three folders: My Applications, Documents, and Shared. 


All-Ages iTunes 


If you'd like to supervise your kids' 
music purchases, you can with 
Apple's iTunes 5. iTunes now offers 
parental controls that let you both 
disable Podcasts and prevent 
your kids from buying music with 
explicit lyrics from the iTunes Music 
Store. (You can also choose to dis¬ 
able the Music Store altogether.) 

To activate parental controls, go to 
iTunes: Preferences and click on 



the Parental tab. Select the main options here (Disable Podcasts, Disable Music Store, Dis¬ 
able Shared Music), and the related items disappear from iTunes' Source list. Select the 
Restrict Explicit Content option, and the Buy button for albums or songs with explicit lyrics 
will be grayed out. If you’re using Tiger, click on the lock to require that users enter an 
administrator password to change parental control settings.— schoue sawyer McFarland 


folders (My Applications, Documents, and Shared), 
and the user can work only with the applications you 
choose (see “Only the Essentials”). To set up this list, 
deselect the Allow option next to Applications, click 
on the disclosure triangle, and then select die appli¬ 
cations you want to allow the user to work with. 

Some Limits You can use the Some Limits option to 
bar a user from certain areas of the Mac. For instance, 
you can let the user open all System Preferences panes, 
though he or she won’t be able to change any that 
require administrator access. You can let the user mod¬ 
ify the Dock. (If vou don’t choose this, set up the user’s 
Dock the way you want before turning this option off.) 
You can also allow the user to administer printers and 
burn CDs and DVDs. 

Your last option is Allow Supporting Programs. 
Choose it, and any application that you allow can 
launch any other application (even one you have not 
allowed). For example, clicking on a Web-site link in 
the iTunes Music Store will open Safari, even if you 
have not allowed the user to work with Safari. 

Next, decide which applications you want the user to 
run. As with Simple Finder, you can allow any or all 
applications, clicking on the disclosure triangles to see 
die programs available on your Mac. Once you’re done, 
set up the user’s Dock to contain icons for only the per¬ 
mitted applications. Just log in to die person’s account 
(don’t set limits yet, or you won’t be able to make 
changes), drag the icons to (or from) the Dock, log out, 
and turn off the user’s ability to change the Dock. 

The Family-Friendly Mac 

After you set up your kids’ accounts, you’ll know that 
they can run only the programs and access only the 
Web sites that you want them to. As time goes by, you 
can relax these limitations, until your kids become the 
family’s computer geeks.

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Picking the Right iPod 

In 2001, when Apple introduced the iPod, there was just one model- 
the only decision you had to make was to iPod or not to iPod. But in 
the past four years, the company has made things more complicated 
by adding several members to the iPod family.

Apple currently offers three versions of its diminutive 
music player—the iPod shuffle, the iPod nano, and 
the color-screen iPod—at prices ranging from $99 to 
$399. Which model will best serve you? Well, I’ve 
had my hands on every iPod model Apple has 
released—and here’s my advice on finding the right 
iPod for you. 

iPod 

Not long ago, Apple offered the fourth-generation 
iPod (a model with a monochrome display) and a sep¬ 
arate iPod photo (a model that could not only play 
music but also display color pictures on its 
screen, on a TV, or via a projector). In 
June 2005, Apple brought color to all its 
full-size iPods (including the iPod U2 
Special Edition) and dropped the word 
photo from the iPod photo’s name. 

The change doesn’t mean that the 
iPod has lost any of its photo¬ 
display capabilities. As with the 
previous iPod photo, you can use 
Apple’s $29 iPod Camera Con¬ 
nector accessory to load pictures 
from a digital camera onto the 
new iPod without having to first 
process them in iTunes. (Nor¬ 
mally, you need to load your pic¬ 
tures onto your Mac, where 
iTunes processes them for iPod 
compatibility, and then sync 
your iPod with your Mac.) The 
new iPod can also take advan¬ 
tage of the Apple iPod AV 
Cable (now a $19 accessory) to 
connect to a TV or a projector. 

While the new iPod offers 
more storage than the iPod 
nano (capacities of 20GB or 
60GB, versus the nano’s 2GB or 
4GB), it takes an hour and a half 





longer to fully charge (5 hours versus the nano’s 3.5 
hours). And because die iPod uses a hard drive rather 
than solid-state flash memory, it’s susceptible to skip¬ 
ping (though it offers 17 minutes of skip protection). 
It does, however, offer greater play time for both music 
and slide shows—15 hours of continuous play for 
music and as long as 5 hours for slide shows, versus the 
nano’s 14 hours for audio and at least 4 hours for slide 
shows. And the iPod has all the music and storage fea¬ 
tures turned on. Unlike the nano and die shuffle, it lets 
you record voice memos with a third-party recorder 
such as Griffin Technology’s $40 iTalk (www.griffin 
technology.com) or Belkin’s $35 Voice Recorder for 
iPod with Dock Connector (www.belkin.com). 

Capacity and Price A 20GB (approximately 5,000 
songs) iPod costs $299; a 60GB (approximately 
15,000 songs) iPod, $399; and a 20GB U2 Special 
Edition (approximately 5,000 songs) iPod, $329. 
For our review of the 20GB iPod (♦MM), go to 
macworld.com/0728. For our review of the 60GB 
iPod (MW), go to macworld.com/0825. 

Ideal Usage and User If you’re looking for the ulti¬ 
mate in an iPod—a large color screen, the ability 
to display pictures on a TV or a projector, long 
play times, and enough storage for a very large 
music library—you and the full-size iPod are meant 
for each other. 

iPod Nano 

When Apple introduced the iPod nano, it killed off die 
much-beloved iPod mini—and many people wondered 
why. It didn’t take long, however, to understand that 
the nano was more than just a more miniature mini—it 
was the next logical step in the midpriced iPod line. 
Out went the mini’s monochrome LCD and in came a 
color display similar to the one on the larger iPod 
(though half an inch smaller). Gone, too, was the mini’s 
hard drive, replaced by 2GB or 4GB of flash memory. 
The mini was cool, but the nano is a far cooler way to 
shove a diousand tunes into a very tiny pocket. 

The iPod nano has many of the same features as 
the full-size iPod, but it also suffers from some of the 
same limitations as the mini. As mentioned earlier, 
like the minis, the iPod nano doesn’t support voice

And 
although the iPod nano has a 
color screen, it doesn’t offer as 
many picture-related features as 
the full-size iPod. For example, 
you can use neither Apple’s iPod 
Camera Connector nor a device 
such as Belkin’s $50 Media 
Reader to load pictures onto a 
nano. Also, the nano offers no support for viewing 
pictures on an attached TV or projector—instead, 
you’re stuck watching slide shows and viewing pho¬ 
tos on the nano’s bright but tiny display. And any 
accessories that depend on the iPod’s Remote Con¬ 
trol port—FM transmitters and remote controls, for 
example—won’t work with the nano because it lacks 
this port. 

When you consider the price-to-storagc ratio, the 
nano isn’t as good a deal as the iPod. Cost per 
megabyte for the $199 2GB iPod nano is nearly 10 
cents. And a megabyte on the $249 4GB nano costs 
just over six cents. Compare this with about two cents 
per megabyte on a $299 20GB iPod, and you’ll see 
that people who want the most storage for their 

continues 
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Alternative Audiobooks 

The iTunes Music Store and Audible.com are excellent online resources for audio¬ 
books—the latter carries more than 25,000 titles—but a big drawback is price. 
Audiobooks are not only more expensive than digital music albums; they also typically 
cost a few dollars more than their printed counterparts. But several projects are now 
bringing low-cost or free audiobooks to the Web. 

Project Gutenberg (www.gutenberg.org) —long famous for building a repository of 
free, public-domain e-books—has been quietly building an audiobook library as well. 
With more than 400 titles (mostly literary classics), it's extensive enough to make for 
hours of browsing. Gutenberg carries only a handful of human-read books, however— 
most titles are read by computers. 

Because Gutenberg uses public-domain texts, others can build from its existing 
work, which is what a site called LibriVox (librivox.blogsome.com) has done. LibriVox 
has started Podcasting audiobooks, one chapter at a time, from texts available on 
Project Gutenberg. Volunteers contribute all the audio, taking turns reading chapters 
and uploading them to the site. As LibriVox posts each chapter online, it also sends 
it out via a Podcast. LibriVox got its start recently with its first title, Joseph Conrad's 
Secret Agent. 

Another low-cost alternative is Telltale Weekly (www.telltaleweekly.org), which 
sells about 100 human-read audiobooks at discount prices—for instance, Edgar Allan 
Poe's story "The Pit and the Pendulum" costs a buck; Franz Kafka's "Metamorphosis" 
costs S4; Kate Chopin's "The Kiss" is a mere 25 cents; and James Joyce's "Araby" 
short story, from Dubliners, is free. What's more, all works are DRM-free, and available 
in MP3, AAC, and Ogg Vorbis formats.— mathew honan

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money may pass on the nano’s cool form and handy 
size in favor of the higher-capacity iPod. 

The nano’s flash memory does offer some advan¬ 
tages. As I mentioned, flash memory eliminates 
skipping, because the nano has no moving parts, it’s 
also more likely to survive a fall than a full-size 
iPod. .And since there’s no hard drive to spin up, the 
nano is quite responsive—zipping through a screen 
full of songs and easily dashing from one photo 
to another. 

Capacity and Price A 2GB (approximately 500 
songs) nano costs $199; a 4GB (approximately 1,000 
songs) nano, $249. For our review of the iPod nanos 
(both MMOi go to macworld.com/0817. 

Ideal Usage and User The diminutive nano, with 
its white or black case, is Apple’s most fashionable 
iPod. If you have a sense of style and want to store a 
goodly number of songs on a small, portable music 
player, the iPod nano may be hard to resist. And 
unlike the shuffle, it offers a display (with color, to 
boot) and the iPod’s signature Click Wheel. 

iPod Shuffle 

Apple’s least-expensive iPod offers a host of advan¬ 
tages: it’s affordable enough to be an impulse buy; its 
sound quality is as good as that of any other iPod; like 



the nano, it never skips (it, too, has flash memory 
rather than a hard drive); its highly portable; and it 
holds more than enough music to get you through a 
long drive or a marathon run (and with up to 12 hours 
of play time, the battery will last longer than your 
playlist). It doesn’t, however, include a screen for nav¬ 
igating to specific songs. And its capacity is limited, 
so only people with very small music collections will 
be able to store an entire library on it. 

Capacity and Price A 512MB (approximately 120 
songs) shuffle costs $99; a 1GB (approximately 240 
songs) shuffle, $129. For our review of the iPod 
shuffles (both go to macworld.com/0826. 

Ideal Usage and User The shuffle’s nonskip nature 
and minuscule size make it the perfect companion for 
exercising. And it’s easily inexpensive enough to 
become your second, “just kickin’ around” iPod. It’s 
also a good choice for kids (or adults) who tend to 
misplace their valuables—losing a $99 shuffle is a lot 
easier to bear than misplacing a $399 iPod.

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3 Fast Photo Tricks 

Looking to spice up your photos? Many of the hottest photographic 
tricks (the ones you see every day in magazines, in movies, and on the 
Web) only look hard. In fact, they’re quite simple—once you know the 
secrets behind them. Here are three interesting photo effects that take 
just minutes to perform in Adobe Photoshop Elements 3 ($80; www 
.adobe.com) or the full version of Photoshop. 


Burned-in Portraits 

The burned-in edge effect adds an amazing amount 
of warmth to your portraits (see “Fading Fast”), 
which is one reason its so popular with professional 
photographers. In fact, once you’ve learned this 
simple technique, you’ll use it again and again. 

Step 1 Open the portrait that you want to burn in. 
Step 2 Create a new blank layer by clicking on the 
Create A New Layer icon in the Layers palette. 
Press the D key to set your foreground color to 
black, and then fill this new layer with black by 
pressing option-delete. Press the M key to switch to 
the Rectangular Marquee tool, and click and drag 
to create a rectangular selection just inside the edges 
of your image. 

Step 3 To soften the edges of your selection, go to 
the Select menu and choose Feather. When the 
Feather Selection dialog box appears, enter 40 pixels 
(for high-resolution, 300-ppi images, try 150 pixels), 
and click on OK. 

Step 4 Press the delete key to knock out a soft- 
edged hole in this black layer, revealing the photo on

the layer beneath. The edges will be too dark, but 
you’ll fix that in the next step. 

Step 5 Press to deselect. Then go to the 
Layers palette and lower the opacity of the black 
layer to around 40 percent to complete the burned- 
in effect. To see how effective this technique is, click 
on the Eve icon to the left of your black frame layer 
to hide it, revealing just your original image. Now 
click again in the box where the Eye icon was. Notice 
the difference? 

Instant Stock-Photo Effect 

The “wild color” effect is incredibly popular right 
now. In fact, there are entire collections of royalty- 
free stock photos that use this technique, and you 
often see it used in print ads, in magazines, and on the 
Web. It’s ideal for taking an otherwise boring image 
and using wild colors to make it trendy and interest¬ 
ing (see “Color Me Wild”). 

Step 1 Open the photo you want to apply the effect 
to. In this case, it’s a regular RGB photo that looks 
kind of, well, boring. 

Step 2 Go to the Layers palette, and from the Cre¬ 
ate Adjustment Layer pop-up menu, choose Gradient 
Map. This will bring up the Gradient Map dialog box. 

Step 3 Click on the little down-facing triangle to 
the right of the current gradient swatch to bring up 
the Gradient Picker. From the Picker’s fly-out menu 
(the right-facing arrow), choose Color Harmonies 2 
to load this example’s set of gradients; when they 
appear, choose the Purple, Green, Gold gradient. 

Step 4 Click on OK. This applies a Gradient Map 
adjustment layer over your photo. This gradient map is 
usually too intense and pretty' much trashes your photo. 
To fix that, go to the Layers palette and change the 
layer blend mode of this layer from Normal to Color. 
Now the color of the Gradient Map layer blends in 
more smoothly, and it replicates the wild color effect 
diat’s so popular in stock-photo collections. 

Step 5 To fine-tune the effect, press the X key until 
you’ve set your foreground color to black, and then 
press B to switch to the Brush tool. Up in the Options 
bar, lower the opacity for your brush to 50 percent 
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Color Me Wild Add a gradient map to give an otherwise 
boring shot a modern, colorful look. 


and then click on the brush thumbnail and choose a 
large, soft-edged brush from the Brush Picker. Now 
paint over areas where you want to have more detail. 
You’re actually painting on the layer mask of the Gra¬ 
dient Map adjustment layer, and as you paint in black, 
some of the original color will start to reappear. 

Painted-Edges Technique 

This technique, where you essentially hide the 
photo and then paint it back in, is particularly pop¬ 
ular with landscape and portrait photographers (see 
“Framed”). But it w'orks so well for so many differ¬ 
ent styles of photos, you’ll be amazed at how many 
other uses you’ll find for it. 

Step 1 Open the photo you want to apply the 
effect to. 

Step 2 Create a new blank layer by clicking on the 
Create A New Layer icon in the Layers palette. Press 
D-X to set your foreground color to white, and then 
fill this new layer with white by pressing option- 
delete (your image will disappear, but w r e’ll get it back 
in a minute). 

Step 3 Press the E key to switch to the Eraser tool. 
Go up to the Options bar, and bring up the Brush 
Picker by clicking on the brush thumbnail. You’re 
going to load a set of brushes, so click on the Brush 
Picker’s fly-out menu (it’s the right-facing black 
arrow in the top right corner of the Picker) and 
choose Load Brushes. In the Load dialog box, click 
on the Thick Heavy Brushes set and click on Load. 
(Note: You may need to navigate on your hard drive 
to find the brushes. If so, find the Photoshop Ele¬ 
ments 3 folder, open the Presets folder, and then 
open the Brushes folder. The presets will appear.) 
These brushes will automatically be added to the end 


of the Brush Picker, so scroll dow n near the end of 
the Picker and click on the first Thick I Ieavy Brush, 
the 111-pixel Flat Bristle brush. 

Step 4 To help you see what you want to paint 
back in, lower the opacity of the top white layer to 
around 50 percent in the Layers palette. Now you 
can paint over the areas you w'ant to be visible. Start 
painting a few strokes with this brush from left to 
right across vour image area. As you do so, the orig¬ 
inal photo w ill paint back in. One of the cool things 
about this brush is that it has some gaps in it (like a 
real dry brush), w hich helps give your image a real¬ 
istic, painted look. Notice the bottom stroke in par¬ 
ticular, and you can see the gaps (some upper areas 
don’t have as many gaps because I painted more than 
one stroke over those areas). 

Step 5 Go back to the Brush Picker in the Options 
bar and choose the next 111 -pixel brush, the Rough 
Flat Bristle brush. Paint a stroke along the top of the 
painted effect w ith only a very small portion of this 
brush tip extending over the top of the already painted 
areas. This adds a more random, spattered look along 
the top edge. Do the same along the bottom. Raise the 
opacity of this white layer in t he Layers palette back to 
100 percent so you can see your painting effect. 

Step 6 For the finished piece, you can add a line 
of text to the bottom. Press D to set your fore¬ 
ground color to black, press T to switch to the Type 
tool, and then enter your text (the typeface used 
here is Minion).

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Newsletter First Aid 

When creating a holiday newsletter or a PDF outlining your company’s 
new dental plan, you generally don’t have a cadre of nitpicking design¬ 
ers and copy editors to help you—you may not even have a page-layout 
program other than Microsoft Word. But no one else has to know that. 


In fact, it’s surprisingly easy to create professional¬ 
looking newsletters, using only the typesetting tools 
built into your word processor. 

If your newsletters suffer from a boring or clumsy 
design, my makeover plan will help. By following the 
editing and typesetting rules the pros follow, you can 
give your work a fresh new look and make it easier to 
read. And the best part is that all these adjustments are 
possible not only in professional layout programs such 
as QuarkXPress and Adobe In Design, but also in 
Word 2004 (as well as other versions) and Pages, part 
of Apple’s $70 iWork *05 suite. 

Divide the Page 

Nothing kills a readers enthusiasm more quickly than 
a long, unbroken block of text (see “Beauty School”). 

Rather than cramming a year’s worth of activities 
into one narrative, look for ways to break out some 
pieces into stand-alone stories. Then place each of 
those stories in its own text box. 

To create a new text box in Word, go to Insert: Text 
Box and then click and drag to draw the box on 
screen. To give the box a background color and help

separate it from the rest of your text, choose Format: 
Text Box and click on the Colors And Lines tab. To 
remove the default border around the box, set Line 
Color to No Line. 

To create a new text box in Pages, go to Insert: Text 
(if the menu item is grayed out, click on the edge of 
your document to hide the blinking cursor) and then 
drag the edge of the box to create the desired shape. 
You can add a fill color or a border from the Graphic- 
section of the Inspector palette. 

If you can’t turn your long story into a few 
shorter stories, you may be able to separate your text 
into smaller chunks by adding subheads. Leave an 
empty line above each subhead, but not below it— 
you want the eye to associate the subhead with the 
paragraph beneath it. Also, make your subheads sim¬ 
ilar in size to your body text (you can use a special 
font or color to help them stand out). If the subhead 
is much bigger than the body text, it could mess up 
text alignment. 

Tip: To ensure that your subheads are consistent— 
a key tenet of good design—create a style for them. 
Once you’ve designed a subhead, highlight it. In 
Word, go to Format: Style. Click on New and give 
the subhead style a name. If you’d like to use it in 
other documents, select the Add To Template option. 
Then click on OK. In Pages, click on the plus sign (+) 
at the bottom of the Styles drawer (if you don’t see 
the drawer, press ^-shift-T to open it). 

Add White Space 

What isn’t on your page can be just as important as what 
is. Elements tend to look messy when they’re crowded 
together. Leaving breathing room around all the items 
on your page will make your document more inviting. 

Set Wide Margins Start by placing generous mar¬ 
gins—an inch or so—on either side of your page. In 
Word, set margins by going to Format: Document. In 
Pages, go to the Layout section of die Inspector palette 
(it’s the second button from the left in the Inspector 
window). (After your newsletter is complete, adjusting 
margins is a good way to fill a page or fit more text.) 

Create Columns Long lines of text are hard to fol¬ 
low; short ones can look choppy. To keep the eye 
moving, limit the length of lines to no less than 20 
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and no more than 75 characters. The easiest way to 
keep this proportion in check is to divide the text into 
columns. In Word, go to Format: Columns and enter 
the number of columns you want. In Pages, go to the 
Layout section of die Inspector palette* 

Adjust the Leading For readability, your documents 
leading —the amount of space between lines of text— 
should be at least one point larger than your text size. 
But adding slightly more leading often looks better* 

In Word, you can fine-tune leading by going to For¬ 
mat: Paragraph. Set the Line Spacing pull-down menu 
to Exactly and enter the desired leading size in the text 
box. In Pages, you’ll find the leading controls in the 
Text section of die Inspector palette. L’se the Line 
slider to adjust leading, or use the arrows to the sliders 
right for more-precise control* (Adjusting leading is 
another great way to precisely fit text on a page.) 

Change the Indentation Too much white space can 
also be a problem. By default, many word processors 
and page-layout programs create indents that are too 
deep, especially for narrow columns. An indented line 
should usually project only two or three characters into 
a paragraph. 

To set a more moderate indentation in Word, press 
3$-A to select all of your text and open the Alignment 
And Spacing section of the Formatting palette; the 
First setting adjusts the indentation of paragraphs. 

In Pages, go to the Text section of the Inspector 
palette and open the Tabs pane. The First Line set¬ 
ting adjusts paragraph indentation* 

Be Consistent When you’re working with white 
space, check for consistency. For instance, the space 
around an image (defined by its text-wrap setting) 
should match the space between columns. To specify 
the text wrap in Word, select the image or text box and 
go to Format: Picture or Format: Text Box, respec¬ 
tively. Select the Layout tab and click on Advanced. 
Use the Distance From Text settings in the Text 
Wrapping tab to define your spacing. To access text¬ 
wrapping controls in Pages, click on the Inspector 
palette’s W rap button (the third button from the left). 

Pay Attention to Details 

Once you’ve settled on your page’s overall design, its 
time to focus on the details. Before I prepare any doc¬ 
ument for print, I check for the following problems: 

Correct Straight Quotation Marks Even professional 
designers sometimes neglect to watch out for straight 
apostrophes (') and quotation marks ("); they seem to 
crop up everywhere, marring otherwise lovely type¬ 
faces—dieir biggest problem is that they’re unsightly. 
To make sure they aren’t in your document, find and 
replace all your apostrophes and quotation marks (keep 
in mind that you should use straight apostrophes and 
quotation marks in some cases, such as when they’re 
referring to feet and inches). The process is the same in 
both programs. Press §€-F to open the Find palette, 
enter an apostrophe or quotation mark in bodi the Find 


Choose Fonts Wisely 

Funky fonts can make a wonderful visual impact when they're used spar¬ 
ingly. But using an off-the-wall font for a document's primary text can 
make the document hard to read. 

For long blocks of text, err on the side of readability—go with some¬ 
thing fairly conservative. For small type, serif typefaces (those with tiny 
decorative strokes at the tops and bottoms of letters, such as Times 
and New York) tend to be easier to read than sans serif faces (such 
as Verdana and Arial). However, sans serifs—with their clean 
edges—have a simplicity that some designers find irresistible. 

Whatever typeface you choose, avoid using too many different fonts 
(unless you're going for a ransom-note look, of course). Two 
fonts (and their associated alphabets—italic, bold, and 
so on) are enough to handle most of the text in most 
documents. Using one serif font and one sans serif 
font in a document—for example, using a serif font 
such as Janson for body text and a sans serif such 
as Gotham for subheads—can provide an eye¬ 
pleasing contrast. (For more on choosing typefaces, 
go to macworld.com/0735.) 

and Replace fields, and then click on Replace .All. (If 
this doesn’t work in Word, go to Tools: AutoCorrect. 

Click on the AutoFormat As You Type tab and select 
die Straight Quotes With Smart Quotes option. Click 
on OK. Perform the search and replace again.) 

Save Stragglers A widow (a one-word line left 
alone at the top of a page) can be a sad sight in an 
otherwise cheerful document. Both programs have 
options for com rolling widows. In Word, go to For¬ 
mat: Paragraph: Line And Page Breaks and select the 
Widow/Orphan Control option. In Pages, go to the 
More tab of the Inspector palette’s Text section. 

Turn On Flyphenation If your paragraphs are justi¬ 
fied — meaning that all lines are the same length—you 
may end up with odd gaps in your text (also known as 
loose lines). To even out the spacing, turn on the docu¬ 
ments automatic-hyphenation settings. In Word, go to 
Tools: I Ivphcnation and choose the Automatically 
I Iyphenate Document option. To prevent the stacking 
of too many hyphenated words, set the Limit Consec¬ 
utive I Iyphens To option to 3 or 4. 

To activate the hyphenation settings in Pages, go to 
Inspector: Text. More, anti make sure that the Remove 
I Ivphcnation For Paragraph setting is not selected. 

I Ivphcnation will also help prevent abrupt, jagged 
edges in nonjustified (or ragged) lines of text. If you 
still end up with a word hanging in white space, well 
beyond the lines above and below it, place the cursor 
in front of the lonesome word and press shift-return 
to force it to the next line. 

Check Your Work 

Your holiday newsletter might just become a family 
heirloom, so take the time to check it twice. When 
your pages are perfect, run your spelling checker one 
last time; then you’re ready to print.

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Get Online with a Cell Phone 

The best way to access the Internet when you’re on the road is to con¬ 
nect your laptop to a broadband service via Ethernet or Wi-Fi. And 
your laptop’s internal modem can provide a reliable, if slow, way to get 
online. But what if none of these connections is available?

The answer may be to use your cell phone as a modem. 
Data-transfer speeds can be low, and your phone bill 
could be high (especially if roaming charges apply). But 
it still beats being cut off from die Internet entirely. 

Data Service 

The first thing you need to do is check with your cel¬ 
lular service provider to see if your phone can be used 
as a modem. Don’t assume that it can just because it 
can download ring tones and Web pages. 

Once you have a data-capable phone, you 1 II need to 
figure out how you’ll connect it to your laptop. You 
have three options: USB, infrared (IrDA), or Blue¬ 
tooth. Speedwise, it doesn’t matter which one you use, 
because the data-transfer rate between your carrier 
and your phone is usually slower than the one between 
your phone and your computer. 

What Kind of Phone? 

If you have a CDMA cell phone (see “Whats Your 
Network?”), you may not have Bluetooth—these 
phones often have USB and IrDA ports instead. Of 
the two, USB is the way to go because its connections 
are easier to maintain. 


Don't have Bluetooth on your laptop? PC 
Card and USB adapters can easily and inex¬ 
pensively add Bluetooth to a laptop that doesn't have it 
on board. Bluetooth adapters are also available for cell 
phones, but they allow you to connect only to Bluetooth 
headsets; you can't use them to connect to a Bluetooth- 
enabled computer. 

GSM phones, on the other hand, may sport any of 
those three ports. If you have a choice, go with Blue¬ 
tooth. It doesn’t require a cable, and its 30-foot range 
is much greater than IrDA’s. (Because Bluetooth has 
largely superseded IrDA in recent years, I’m going to 
provide instructions for wireless connections using 
Bluetooth.) If you’re not sure of your phone’s capa¬ 
bilities, check its documentation or contact the 
phone’s manufacturer. 

Almost all current laptops have USB ports, which 
can be used either for cabling to a cell phone or for 
adding Bluetooth. If you’re not sure of your laptop’s 
capabilities, check its documentation, contact the 
manufacturer, or look for the USB symbol or the 
Bluetooth symbol on its case.

The Hookup 

Connecting a phone to a laptop via USB is a snap. 
You buy the correct data cable for the make and 
model of your phone (or use the one provided in a 
connection kit from your phone provider). You then 
plug one end of the cable into the cell phone and the 
other into a USB port on your laptop. 

If you’d rather connect via Bluetooth, the first 
step is to be sure that both devices have Bluetooth 
enabled. To check on your particular phone, you’ll 
have to consult its documentation or the manu¬ 
facturer. To check your laptop, open System Prefer¬ 
ences. If your computer has Bluetooth installed, the 
distinctive Bluetooth icon will appear in the Hard¬ 
ware row. If it’s not there, you’ll need to get an 
add-on Bluetooth adapter. 

To connect your phone to your laptop via Blue¬ 
tooth, you first have to pair the devices. Pairing 
authorizes the two devices to securely talk to

Check the Script y 

Most phone manufacturers provide PC-only modem scripts. Mac 
users can find free scripts for many of the most common phones at 
www.taniwha.org.uk. GPRS users will have many different * 

scripts to choose from for any particular cell phone. 

If you have a choice, try the one with +CGQKEQ in its name first. 

It's also important that the script's Connected Information Device (CID) 
number match your cell phone's CID number (1 through 6). You may be able to find 
your phone's CID number by checking its data account information screen. If not, 
you'll have to experiment by trying each script in turn until you find one that works. 


each other; once such a pair is created, it’s remem¬ 
bered, and the process doesn’t have to be repeated. 
While you may need to consult the documenta¬ 
tion that came with your phone and Bluetooth 
adapter for specifics, the general procedure goes 
like this: 

1. Activate the Bluetooth option on your cell 
phone. (Note that Bluetooth uses battery power, so 
it should be turned on only when needed.) 

2. Make your cell phone discoverable by choosing 
the appropriate command (sometimes called Show 
Phone) in its Bluetooth menu. 

3. Turn on Bluetooth on your laptop. Choose 
Apple: System Preferences, and then click on the 
Bluetooth icon. In the Settings tab, select Turn Blue¬ 
tooth On. (As with the cell phone, turning it off when 
it’s not in use will extend battery life.) 

4. Pair the cell phone with the laptop. In the Blue¬ 
tooth preference pane, open the Devices tab. Click 
on Set Up New Device to launch the Bluetooth Setup 
Assistant.

ditional modem, dialing in to your ISP’s local access 
number. The main appeal of this option is that it’s 
essentially free, because it uses voice minutes from 
your cell-phone service plan to access your existing 
ISP account. However, it’s painfully slow — usually 
no faster than 14.4 Kbps—and unreliable. 

If you want to get online, a better solution is to 
subscribe to a data-access plan from your mobile- 
phone service provider. Prices range from $10 per 
month for minimal access to $80 for unlimited, all- 
you-can-eat data transfer. 

When you sign up for data access, your cell-phone 
service provider should give you a connection kit with 
all the necessary account information, as well as a 
modem script file for your particular phone. If you 
didn’t get a script, download the appropriate one 
from your phone manufacturer’s Web site or search 
Google for the term modem script and the make and 
model of your cell phone. 

Once you have the script, follow these steps: 

1. Copy the script file into /Library/Modem 
Scripts. 

2. Choose Apple: System Preferences, and then 
select the Network pane. From the Show pop-up 
menu, choose the port you’re using. If you’re using 
a phone connected via a USB cable, the name of the 
phone should appear in the list. If you’re using a 
phone connected via Bluetooth, select Bluetooth. 

3. Click on the Modem or Bluetooth Modem tab 
and adjust the settings as necessary for your particu¬ 
lar phone. Depending on your phone and provider, 
you may need to change the defaults. Check the Read 
Me file that came with your modem script. 

Other Cellular Options 

If connecting your laptop to your cell phone seems 
too complicated, consider these alternatives: You 
could buy a midrange phone that can check your 
e-mail itself. Or you could get a full-fledged smart 
phone with its own Web browser, instant mes¬ 
saging, e-mail, and so on. Smart phones are con¬ 
venient because you don’t have to lug around your 
laptop, but the small screen size and often cum¬ 
bersome data-input techniques may make this 
option impractical. 

Or you could skip the phone altogether and get a 
cellular card for your laptop, such as the Sierra Wire¬ 
less AirCard (www.sierrawireless.com). These credit 
card-size devices plug directly into your laptop’s PC 
Card slot and give you access to a cellular service 
provider’s data network without the need for a sepa¬ 
rate cell phone. C

The little brother of BBEdit, TextWrangler is per¬ 
fect for people who don’t want to learn the arcane 
commands of Terminal-based text editors. While it’s 
not a word processor—it doesn’t format text the way 
Microsoft Word or Apple’s AppleWorks does—it can 
manipulate, slice, and dice text in ways you probably 
haven’t imagined. 

Full File Access in a Flash 

Our Geek Factor and Mac OS X Hints columns often 
contain tips and tricks that require editing certain (usu¬ 
ally invisible) key system files that regular users can’t 
access. TextWrangler lets you work with these files. 
Select File: Open 1 Iidden, navigate to the file you want 
to use, and then click on Open. You can also choose 
File: Open File By Name and type a file’s path name, 
or select File: New: Disk Browser (3€-optdon-N) to 
browse for the right file. 

Root Out Files When you try to edit a file that 
requires special permission to access—such as 
/etc/httpd/httpd.conf, the configuration file for your 
Web server—TextWrangler tells you that root owns 
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the file and asks if you want to unlock it. Make your 
changes and save the file, and TextWrangler displays 
an authentication dialog box where you enter an 
administrator’s user name and password. You can use 
TextWrangler to edit any file on your Mac without 
ever having to open Terminal. 

Travel to Terminal and Back But if you already have 
Terminal open, you can use TextWrangler’s com¬ 
mand-line tools to reroute files quickly into Text¬ 
Wrangler for editing. Install its command-line tools 
when you first run the program or install them 
later by going to TextWrangler: Preferences. Select 
Tools in the list and then click on Install Command 
Line Tools. 

With those in place, simply type edit file name 
in Terminal to open any file in TextWrangler. (You’ll 
need to enter the file’s path if you’re not in its direc¬ 
tory. You can do this by dragging the file from the 
Finder to the Terminal prompt.) Unlike tools such as 
pico and vi, this command doesn’t require that you 
use sudo to edit special-permissions files, since Text¬ 
Wrangler takes care of the authentication when you 
save the file. You can also use the edit command to 
open files from FTP serv¬ 
ers, and you can even send, 
or pipe, data to the com¬ 
mand. This is handy 
because you can run mul¬ 
tiple commands linked with 
pipes (the pipe character f | ] 
sends the output of one 
command to another), and 
have the results appear in a 
TextWrangler window. 

Tip: TextWrangler can 
help you keep track of 
files, too. Drag a folder 
into a new document win¬ 
dow, and you’ll get a nicely 
formatted list of all the 
files and subfolders that 
folder contains.

The Programmer's Pal 

TextWrangler, like many text editors, was created for 
late-night programmers who work in C++, HTML, 
and other computer languages. Its features can save 
coders a lot of time. 

Keep Track of Your Code No matter what type of 
code you create, you'll find TextWrangler’s syntax col¬ 
oring easy on your eyes and a boon to your produc¬ 
tivity. TextWrangler automatically recognizes the 
different tags and keywords of your favorite lan¬ 
guage—for example, C++, shell scripts, HTML, and 
Java—and displays them accordingly. If you don’t like 
the default colors, go to TextWrangler: Preferences, 
select Text Colors, and change diem. Coloring the tags 
makes it much easier to differentiate content from for¬ 
matting in a long page of HTML. You can also see 
where you’ve started a tag dvat you need to finish. 

Juggle Pages with Ease If you work on a project 
that has many files, whether it’s a Web site or a devel¬ 
opment project, TextWrangler’s Documents drawer 
© (View: Show Documents Drawer) lets you switch 
from one file to another quickly (see “Master Jug¬ 
gler”). You can open dozens of files at the same time 
and switch to any of them with a click. 

Tip: One of the Documents drawer’s hidden talents 
is the ability to compare two documents—two ver¬ 


sions of a Web page you’re working on, for example. 
Shift-click to select two files in the drawer and then 
click on the Action menu © at the top. Choose Com¬ 
pare Selected Documents to see how they differ line 
by line. 

The Documents drawer isn’t your only option. If 
you prefer separate windows, try the program’s Win¬ 
dows palette (Window: Palettes: Windows). It assigns 
each window a 3£-key shortcut, such as 3€-l, 3S-2, and 
so on, so you can move quickly between them. If 
screen space is tight, use the Navigation Bar (View: 
Show Navigation Bar) instead. Choose any open doc¬ 
ument from a pop-up menu of names ©, or move 
from one document to the next using the left and 
right arrows ©. 

Fix Files from Afar Say you’re on the road and you 
notice a glitch in one of your Web pages. You could 
download your HTML files from an FTP server, open 
the offending page, and make the change, but Text¬ 
Wrangler lets you do all this from within die program. 

Just select File: New: FTP/SFTP Browser to dis¬ 
play an austere FIT interface, or File: Open From 
FTP/SFTP Server (^-shift-O) to open the file as if it 
were located on your own hard drive. When you save 
the file, the program uploads the revised version to 
your FTP server. 
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Find Anything, without the Fuss 

Command-line aces are undoubtedly familiar with the 
grep command, which lets you search for just about 
anything in text files. (For details, see “Find Anything 
with Grep” [Geek Factor, January 2005] at macworld 
.com/0734.) '['he powerful search ability that grep gives 
you is one of die best reasons to use the command line. 
(Spotlight can search for words or parts of words, but 
grep can search for patterns such as three digits, a dash, 
and four more digits—the pattern fora telephone num¬ 
ber.) Even so, TextWrangier offers a high-powered 
find-and-replace feature that could lure even the most 
ardent command-line lovers away from Terminal. 

TextWrangler can perform grep searches, but it 
also lets you do multiple file searches and color syn¬ 
tax in the find-and-replace boxes. That means, for 
example, that you could search for a specific string in 
a hundred files at once—without having to open the 
files—and replace it with another string. 'This is espe¬ 
cially useful if you’re changing links or e-mail 
addresses in a multipage Web site. 

With TextWrangler, you don’t have to learn regu¬ 
lar grep expressions to perform complex searches on 
your files. Apply find-and-replace searches to mul¬ 
tiple files, choose to search only in a selection, do 
case-sensitive searches, or match only entire words.

The Insiders’ Tips You Won’t Get from Apple 


Cycle Your Desktop Images 

Prior to version 5, you could use i Photo to create 
cycling desktop picture albums: You could create a 
new album in iPhoto, go to the Desktop tab of the 
Desktop & Screen Saver preference pane, and choose 
that album from the list of iPhoto albums. Once you 
selected the Change Picture option and set your 
desired interval, you had a changing desktop picture 
that revealed the album’s images one by one. But the 
Change Picture option is always grayed out for 
albums (smart and standard) created in iPhoto 5 (as 
part of Apple’s iLife ’05, $79; www.apple.com). 

Mere’s the easy workaround: in iPhoto, create an 
album (File: New Album) and fill it with the pictures 
you want to display on your desktop. Next, click on the 
album in the Source list and choose Edit: Select All (or 
press 3€-A) to select all the images in that album. Click 
on the Desktop button in the iPhoto toolbar. When 
you do, iPhoto creates a new subfolder (called iPhoto 


Selection) in the iPhoto Library folder. This subfolder 
holds aliases of all the images in your album. The 
Desktop section of the Desktop & Screen Saver pref¬ 
erence pane automatically opens, with iPhoto Selec¬ 
tion highlighted. If you have only one monitor hooked 
up to your Mac, select the Change Picture option and 
specify the desired interval. 

If you have two monitors and want the images to 
appear on the secondary one (the one that doesn't 
contain a menu bar), you won’t find the iPhoto Selec¬ 
tion option in the Desktop & Screen Saver prefer¬ 
ence pane on the second screen. Instead, you must 
select Choose Folder from the folder list, and then 
navigate to your iPhoto Library folder (/your user 
w/?//r/Pictures/iPhoto Library) in the dialog box that 
appears. Within the iPhoto Library folder, highlight 
the iPhoto Selection folder and click on Choose. 
Select the Change Picture option and set your time 
interval, and you’re done. 



Erase CD-RWs with One Click 



If you use re-recordable CDs (CD-RWs), you've probably 
longed for a simple, Finder-based way to erase 
them. Currently, that job requires a trip to the Erase 
tab of Disk Utility (/Applications/Utilities). But if you're 
^ running Tiger, you can use Automator to build a contextual 
menu that lets you erase CD-RWs from the Finder. 

Launch Automator (/Applications) and click on the Automator entry in 
the Library column. In the Action column, double-click on Ask For Confirma¬ 
tion. The action will appear in the work area on the right side of the 
Automator window. Type Are you sure you wish to erase 
this CD-RW? in the message field, and then type Pressing OK 
will erase the contents of the CD-RW currently 
in the drive, in the explanation field. 

Next, double-click on the Run Shell Script entry in the Action column. 

The action will appear below the Ask For Confirmation box on the right side 
of the window. In the Run Shell Script box, replace the word cat with 
hdiutil burn -erase. 

When you're done, your Automator screen should look like the one 
shown in "The Eraser." 

Choose File: Save As Plug-in and give your new plug-in a name—for 
example, Erase CD-RW. When you control-dick on the Finder, you'll see this 
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The Eraser Why bother with multiple clicks every time you want to 
erase a CD-RW? Instead, create this simple Automator action and 
access it from the Finder's contextual menu. 


name under Automator in the contextual menu. Leave the Plug-in For 
pop-up menu set to Finder, and click on Save. Now switch back to the 
Finder, control-dick on a mounted CD-RW, and choose Automator: Erase 
CD-RW from the pop-up menu. After you click on OK in response to the 
confirmation question, Automator will erase your CD-RW. 

Note that I've tested this tip only on systems with one recordable 
drive. If you have both an internal and external drive, you may get unex¬ 
pected results. 
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Select the Desktop 
from Any Finder Window 

Here’s a quick keyboard shortcut you may have missed. 
Prom any Finder window, you can activate die desktop 
by pressing 31-shift-up arrow. If you have your Finder 
preferences set to show hard disks on the desktop, this 
will activate the desktop with your boot disk selected. 
If you’ve chosen to hide hard drives from die desktop, 
then the desktop will be active with nothing selected. 
Press tab to select items on die desktop, one by one, in 
alphabetical order (numbers precede letters). 

For a bunch of other Finder keyboard shortcuts, 
select Help: Mac Help in the Finder and then search 
for shortcuts for the Finder. Click on the result 
with that exact name, and you’ll see a slew of handy 
shortcuts. (The list includes the one I just described, 
but in Tiger and Panther you don’t need to include 
the option key, as the Help file states.) 

Tweak the Finder for a Faster Feel 

The Finder uses visual feedback to let you know what 
it’s doing. For instance, when you double-click on a 
folder to open a new window, you get a subtle zoom- 
out effect. These animations help you understand 
what your machine is doing, but they can also make a 
not-so-powerfiil machine feel slower than it is. With 
a little help from Terminal, you can disable some or 
all of the Finder’s animations. 

Launch Terminal (/Applications/Utilities) and type 
the following command: 

defaults write com.apple.finder 
DisableAllAnimations -bool true 

(That’s - bool with a lowercase L, not the number /.) 

This command disables the animations, but to see 
the changes, you need to restart the Finder. The 
safest way to do this—to log out and log back in—is 
also the most time-consuming. Instead, just hold 
down the option key and then click and hold on the 
Finder’s Dock icon. When the pop-up menu appears, 
select Relaunch. 

After the Finder has relaunched, you’ll find that 
window-opening and -closing animations, as well as 
roll-down and roll-up animations in the Get Info win¬ 
dow, have vanished. You won’t gain any real speed 
increases, but the Finder will feel snappier than before. 

Another option is to reinstate the window ani¬ 
mations while leaving the Get Info animations 
disabled. Return to Terminal and type these two 
commands: 

defaults write com . app1e . finder 
DisableAllAnimations -bool false 

defaults write com.app1e.finder 
AnimatelnfoPanes -bool false 

The first command reverses what you did pre¬ 
viously. The second tells the Finder to disable only the 
Get Info animations. Again, you’ll need to option- 
click and hold on the Finder’s Dock icon, and then 
relaunch die Finder to see your changes take effect. 


UNIX TIP OF THE MONTH 


Control Text from the Command Line 


Have you ever needed to convert a text file from one format to another—say, from 
HTML to pure text, or from text to Microsoft Word's .doc format? Though many OS X 
programs are up to the task, Tiger lets you do it all from Terminal—with textuti 1. 
The basic form of the conversion command is as follows: 
textuti 1 -convert format name file name 
(Important note: For any of these conversion commands to work, you need to 
either move into the directory where the files reside [using the cd command] or 
specify the file's full path. To add the path to a command, simply drag the file to the 
Terminal prompt.) 

For example, to create a text file from the raw HTML source you saved from a Web 
page, you would type the following: 
textutil -convert txt MyHTML.html 

By default, the output file name will get its name from the input file, but the exten¬ 
sion will match the format used in the conversion [.txt in this example). 

The textuti 1 command can do more than just convert text formats, though. 
The - i nf o option will give you information such as type, size, length, and (for 
HTML files) title—just type textuti 1 -info file name to see this. You can 
also use textuti 1 to merge multiple text files into one.To merge files, you use 
the - ca t option, which comes from concatenate , another word for merge. Just give 
textuti 1 a list of files to merge, along with the format to use, like so: 
textutil -cat txt filel.txt file2.txt file3.txt 
When you press return, the command will merge the three files into one new file, 
named out. txt by default. If you'd like to control the output file name, just use the 
-output flag to set the path and name: 

textutil -cat txt -output MergedFile.txt filel.txt 
file2.txt file3.txt 

Notice that the output file name (MergedFi 1 e . txt) comes before the list of 
files you're merging, not after. 


To enable the Get Info animations, repeat the last 
command but type true at the end instead of 
false, and then relaunch the Finder again. 

Animate Keynote Slides 
with Quartz Composer 

Here’s a trick for Tiger users who work with 
Keynote 2 (as part of Apple’s iVVork ’05, $79; 
www.apple.com). With help from one of the free 
Developer tools on your Tiger installation CD, you 
can bring the background of any given slide to life. 

Install the Developer (Xcode) tools. Then open 
Quartz Composer (/Developer/Applications/Graphics 
Tools). This app is tricky to use, but you don’t have to 
know much to use it with Keynote — you may not even 
have to open it. Just go to Keynote’s Insert: Choose 
menu to import a QTZ (Quartz Composer) file. 

The simplest way to start is to use some of the 
Apple-provided examples you’ll find in the Devel¬ 
oper folder. In Keynote’s Choose dialog box, navigate 
to /Developer/Examples/Quartz Composer. Many of 
the subfolders here contain ready-to-use examples, 
such as Cells.qtz and Star Shine.qtz (located in the 
Core Image Compositions folder). Select one of 
these, and Keynote will insert it into the current slide.

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Secrets of the Dock, Part 2 

In the September issue, I covered the basics of the Dock and how to use the applica¬ 
tions stored on its left side. This month, I explore the right side (or the lower half, if 
you've oriented your Dock vertically). 

While the left side of the Dock stores applications and only applications, the right 
side can store documents, folders, and URLs. It's also where minimized windows hide 
until you need them again (press S€-M in any open window). And it holds the Trash. 
You can access the Dock no matter what application you're in, so you'll always have 
quick access to anything you store here. 

Documents If you use a file often, consider storing it on the right side of the 
Dock. Just drag and drop it from the Finder into the area between the divider bar and 
the Trash icon. You can now open this document with a single click. 

Folders To store a folder, drag and drop it into any open space on the right side 
of the Dock. All it takes is a mouse click to see the benefit of storing a folder here. 
Click and hold or control-click on the folder (or right-click on it if your mouse is so 
equipped), and you'll see a fully navigable pop-up menu of the folder's contents (see 
"Deep Folder Div¬ 
ing"). There's no 
limit to the depth to 
which you can drill, 
though folders hold¬ 
ing many items will 
take some time to 

display the first time Deep Folder Diving Storing folders on the right side of the 
you open them. Dock will let you navigate their depths with a simple click. 

URLs If you use 

Apple's Safari or The Omni Group's OmniWeb (or any other browser based on Apple's 
open-source Web Kit), you can use the Dock to store Web addresses. Just click on the 
small icon next to the URL in your browser's address bar, and drag the URL into an 
open space on the right side of the Dock. A small spring icon with an @ symbol on top 
will appear. Hover the cursor over the icon, and you'll see the page's title. If you have a 
site (or two) that you visit all the time, this is a great way to reach it in a hurry. 

Trash Tricks You may think the Trash can't do anything but delete files, but 
that's not true. You can use it to eject disks, iPods, and other removable media. Drag 
a disk over the Trash icon, and it changes into an eject icon. 

With the right side of the Dock, toolbars, and the Sidebar, OS X gives you a num¬ 
ber of ways to keep often-accessed items close at hand. 



You can treat the animation just as you would any 
other Keynote object. Add a drop shadow, adjust its 
transparency, and even scale it (though you may see 
some jagged images when you greatly increase the 
size of an animation). When you enter the slide-show 
mode, the animation comes to life. If you place the 
Quartz Composer animation on a slide with photo 
cutouts, you can even put the animation behind the 
cutout (using Arrange: Send Backward), for some 
visually interesting effects. 

If you want to use an example that needs editing, 
such as Slide.qtz from the Parametrizable Com¬ 
positions folder, you’ll need to do a bit of work within 
Quartz Composer itself. Double-click on the sample 
composition in the Finder, and Quartz Composer 
opens in Edit mode. To use Slidc.qtz, for instance, 
you’d want to get rid of all the text, leaving just the 
animated background. In Quartz Composer’s Editor 
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Preview Picker There's no need to use iPhoto or Image 
Capture if you want to download just one picture out of many. 
Use the newest version of Preview to import a particular image 
directly from your digital camera.

the pink Clear (1) and Lighting (2) boxes near the top. 
Then press the delete key or choose Edit: Delete. The 
Viewer window reflects your changes, and the text 
vanishes. Choose File: Save As to save your modified 
composition to a new location so you don’t overwrite 
the original. Switch hack to Keynote and insert the 
new version to create a pleasant blue background. 

You can do a lot with the example files, but to cre¬ 
ate your own fancy backgrounds, you’ll have to learn 
the program. For more information, see “Tiger’s 
Secret Tools” (Geek Factor .; September 2005) at 
macworld.com/0704 or read Apple’s documentation at 
macworld.com/0575. 

Import Particular Images Quickly 
with Preview 

Have a photo on your digital camera that you need to 
work with but don’t want in your iPhoto library? Say 
you had to take a couple of product shots at work, or 
maybe you took a photo of a document as a quick- 
and-dirty way of scanning it. Sure, you could launch 
iPhoto, import all the images in the camera, and then 
copy just the one you want to work with. You could 
also use Image Capture (/Applications) to download 
the images. In Eiger, though, you have a third, sim¬ 
pler choice. 

Plug in your camera and make sure it’s powered up; 
then launch Preview. (Quit iPhoto if it launches auto¬ 
matically and offers to import the images.) Choose File: 
Import Image. After choosing your camera from the 
list of devices, you’ll see a small Image Capture-like 
window that lets you select any one image from your 
camera for direct import into Preview (see “Preview 
Picker”). You can even change die image’s size. 

Once you’ve imported the image, save it using any 
of Preview’s supported image formats, available from 
the File: Save As menu item.

Classic Conundrum 

I erased my Power Mac G4's hard drive during a clean install 
of OS X 10.4. Now I can't seem to reinstall OS 9 to run the 
Classic environment. Is there a way to install Mac OS 9 while 
my system is running Tiger?

When the Music 
Stops There's no need 
to despair if you spill 
coffee on your iBook 
and fry your music col¬ 
lection. As long as your 
songs are on your iPod, 
Senuti can help you 
recover them. 


Although Tiger supports the Classic environment, it 
doesn’t install the OS 9 components necessary to run 
applications in that environment. For that, you’ll 
need the installation discs that came in the box with 
your Mac. With my Power Mac G5,1 can install OS 
9 using the Install Additional Software installer that’s 
found on the Additional Software & AHT disc. You’ll 
likely find such an installer on a separate disc called 
Power Mac G4 Mac OS 9 Install, or on a software- 
restore disc. 

If you’ll be using OS 9 only in the Classic environ¬ 
ment, you needn’t worry about how your hard drive 
is formatted. However, if you intend to boot your Mac 
into OS 9, you have to put the OS 9 driver on the OS 
9 boot volume. The option for installing the driver is 
in both the Erase tab and the Partition tab of Disk 
Utility (/Applications/Utilities). To install the driver, 
you must reformat the drive or partition. 

iPod Safety Net 

My entire iTunes Music Library has disappeared. However, 
5,624 of my songs are on my 40GB iPod. If I could retrieve all 
of them, I will have lost only a total of 35 songs. Is there a 
way to recover my music from my iPod? 

Mike Quinn 
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There are many ways to do what you ask. Of the 
myriad utilities for moving music from an iPod to a 
Mac’s hard drive, I prefer Whitney Young’s Senuti 
(macworld.com/0721). I like Senuti because it’s free, 
because it’s faster than many similar utilities, and 
because it, unlike a lot of iPod recovery tools, will 
copy not only the music but also any playlists stored 
on the iPod (see “When the Music Stops”). 

The Little App Factory’s iPodRip (Si 5; macworld 
.com/0722) is another good choice. You’re allowed to 
use it ten times for free before you have to pony up 
the modest shareware fee. This is quite a bargain, 
considering that unless you’re an extremely unlucky 
individual, you shouldn’t have to recover music from 
your iPod more than a couple of times. 

Preview MIA 

I have an iMac G4 with OS X 10.3.9 and cannot get a preview 
when printing from Microsoft Word. I think the problem is 
related to the fact that the Preview application won't open 
when clicked on directly. I just downloaded and installed the 
OS X 10.3.9 update combo, but it didn't help.

When an application acts up and restarting your 
Mac doesn’t make it settle down, try deleting its pref¬ 
erences file. Wien these files become scrambled, odd 
things can happen—for example, the application 
can fail to launch. You can usually find your prefer¬ 
ences files by following this path: /your user folder/ 
Library/Preferences. In this case, you’re looking for 
the file named com.apple.Preview.plist. 

If that doesn’t work, your next step is to launch 
Disk Utility, click on the First Aid tab, select your 
startup drive, and click on the Repair Disk Permis¬ 
sions button. This is a good all-purpose solution— 
sometimes it will fix the problem, but if it doesn’t, it 
won’t usually do any harm. 

Still no luck? Before reinstalling the application, 
try repairing the drive by restarting the Mac while 
holding down 3€-S (to hoot into Single User Mode). 
Once the Mac has booted to the black screen with 
white letters, type fsck -fy and press return to 
repair the drive. If your Mac reports problems, 
re-enter fsck - fy until you get a clean report. When 
it reports no problems, type reboot and press return 
to restart the Mac. 

Finally, if nothing else works, reinstall the problem 
application. If one of OS X’s built-in applications, 
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such as Preview* or iChat, is giving you trouble, cou 
can use CharlesSoft’s Pacifist ($20; www.char .:*ssoft 
.com) to extract the single application from the Mac 
OS X installation disc* 

Make Your Mark 

I have a third-generation iPod, and it won't bookmark the 
Podcasts I download from the iTunes Music Store. Is there any 
way for me to bookmark these files?

Ah, the convenience of bookmarking — listen to a bit 
of a Podcast on your iPod or computer and then 
play some different tracks, and when you return to 
the Podcast, it picks up where it left off. You Ye not 
alone in wishing you could do this. Click Wheel 
iPods will bookmark Podcasts, but earlier iPods 
won’t. Thankfully, there’s a way to convert the files 
so you can bookmark them on your iPod, no matter 
what its age. 

One method is to use Thunderstone Media’s iPod- 
derX ($25; ipodderx.com) to download your Podcasts. 
Enable the Convert Audio Files To AAC and Make 
AAC Files Bookmarkable options in the Subscriptions 
pane of the program’s Preferences window. With 
these options selected, iPodderX converts Podcasts 
into .AAC files and then converts them to a book- 
markable form that all iPods can understand. 

Alternatively, you can convert any non-AAC Pod¬ 
cast within iTunes by selecting the Podcast and then 
choosing Advanced: Convert Selection To AAC. (If 
you don’t see that menu option, go to iTunes: Prefer¬ 
ences, click on Importing, and select AAC Encoder 
from the Import Using pop-up menu.) Once you’ve 
converted the file, download Doug Adams’s free 
Make Bookmarkable AppleScript from Doug’s 
AppleScripts for iTunes site (macworld.com/0723) anti 
use it to make those files bookmarkable.

You can approach this problem from a couple of dif¬ 
ferent angles. If you’d like to work within iPhoto, 
which Apple’s iLife ’05 includes ($79; www.apple.com), 
you don’t have to do without titles. Create a title image 
(white text on a black background, for example) in a 
graphics application, save it as a JPEG, import it into 
iPhoto, and include it as part of your slide show. The 
downside of this technique is that your titles have to be 
static images—you won’t get the swoopy-doopy mov¬ 
ing titles you can create in iMovie. 

Alternatively, you can create the slide show in 
iPhoto, choose Share: Export to save it as a QuickTime 
movie, and then import it into iMovie. There, you use 
Edit: Split Clip At Playhead to break up the video as 
needed; then you can insert titles where you like. 

Yet another alternative is to create the slide show in 
iMovie and use some of the many third-party iMovie 
transitions available today. GeeThree.com (www 
.geethree.com) offers tons of transitions (as well as titles 
and effects) in its many Slick Transitions & Effects 
packages, priced at $30 to $70 per set and also available 
in bundles. If a comprehensive package of transi¬ 
tions is more than you need, check out cf/x (www 
.imovieplugins.com), which offers single transi¬ 
tions; prices range from free to $5.50 each. 

But wait, there’s more! A visitor to the Mac 
911 forums at Macworld.com suggests that you 
create a presentation in Keynote, included in 
Apple’s iVVork ’05 ($79; www.apple.com). Put one pic¬ 
ture on each slide anti use cool transitions (see 
“Keynote State”). Then save that presentation as a 
QuickTime movie, ready for import into iMovie.

Disk Utility Tricks 

Each month, I look outside Mac OS for helpful tools and 
utilities that can make a misbehaving Mac toe the line. 

This month, I'd like to turn inward and look at a multi¬ 
talented tool that's often overlooked—Apple's Disk 
Utility, located in your /Applications/Utilities folder. 

You probably already know that you can use Disk 
Utility's First Aid tab to verify and repair disk permis¬ 
sions, as well as volumes other than the startup volume. But there's a lot more to 
Tiger's Disk Utility. 

> Wipe Out For example, if you'd like to protect old erased data from prying 
eyes, select a volume and click on the Security Options button in Disk Utility's Erase 
tab. Here you can choose to write zeros over all the data on the disk, write non¬ 
sense data seven times over the entire disk, or write nonsense data 35 times over 
the disk. 

> Rig Up RAID It used to be a pain to create a RAID (Redundant Array of 
Independent Disks)—a scheme that turns multiple hard drives into one high- 
performance volume. No longer. Just connect a couple of drives to your Mac (I've 
found that daisy-chaining two FireWire drives from a single FireWire port is a good 
way to go), click on the RAID tab, drag the drives into the list box, and choose the 
RAID type. Mirrored RAID duplicates files on each drive so you won't lose data when 
a drive fails. Striped RAID splits data into stripes on each drive. Concatenated RAID, 
the oldest method, simply combines multiple drives into one big ol' volume. 

> Restore More When you want to move data from an old Mac to a new one, 
take a tour of Disk Utility's Restore tab. Here you can easily create a disk image of a 
drive or volume and then later restore the data on that image or drive to another vol¬ 
ume. Drag the disk or volume that holds the data to the Source field. Drag the disk or 
volume that will receive the data to the Destination field. Click on Restore to move 
your data from here to there. (For more information about moving files, see "Old 
Files, New Mac" [Working Mac, September 20051 at macworld.com/0729.) 

> Make Multisession Discs Select a disk image, click on the Burn button, 
insert a disc, and click on the triangle in the Burn sheet to reveal the Leave Disc 
Appendable option, which allows you to burn discs in more than one session. 

> Erase Rewritables Erase a rewritable disc by selecting it in Disk Utility's 
source list, clicking on the Erase tab, and clicking on Erase. 

> Say the Password Use the Disk Image From Folder command to create com¬ 
pressed, password-protected archives. 

> Eject Stubborn Discs If a disc is stuck in your media drive, try using Disk Util¬ 
ity's Eject button to remove it. 

> Find a Classic Fix Choose Fix OS 9 Permissions from Disk Utility's File menu to 
do just that in the Classic environment. 


But you can use Apple’s Disk Utility to create 
encrypted disk-image archives. To do so, create a 
folder and place anything you want to archive and 
encrypt inside it. Launch Disk Utility and choose 
File: New: Disk Image From Folder. (If you’re using 
Panther, go to Images: New: Disk Image From 
Folder.) In the resulting dialog box, navigate to the 
folder you just created and click on Image. 

In the New Image From Folder dialog box that 
appears, choose Compressed from the Image For¬ 
mat pop-up menu and AES-128 (Recommended) 
from the Encry ption pop-up menu. Click on Save. 
You’ll soon see an Authenticate dialog box. Enter 
and verify a password for the archive. If you don’t 


want the image to decrypt automatically when 
opened from your user account, disable the Remem¬ 
ber Password (Add To Keychain) option. (In other 
words, if other people will operate your Mac while 
logged in to your user account, disable this option 
so they’ll need the password to decrypt the archive.) 
Click on OK to create the encrypted and com¬ 
pressed archive. Note that you can use these 
archives only on a Mac—Windows won’t have a 
clue what to do with them. 

You can also create password-protected archives 
with Allume’s Stufflt Standard Edition ($50; www 
.stuffit.com) —an option that makes sense if you 
need to e-mail archives that work on the Mac and 
on Windows. 

Fax Facts 

Having given away my old, reliable Brother fax machine, and 
needing to send a fax, I thought I'd give the fax feature on 
the Mac a try. The result was zero. Nothing. No matter what I 
tried, it wouldn't work. I'm using OS X 10.3.9. In particular, 
I'm confused by the drop-down fax window that asks which 
modem I want to use. I'm using DSL, not a dial-up modem. 
What am I missing here? 

Don King 

You’re missing the notion that traditional faxes 
send analog signals over analog modems via ana¬ 
log phone lines, whereas your DSL modem uses 
digital signals. 

It’s possible that the wall jack you’re using for your 
DSL connection also supports analog calls—a quick 
way to test it is to plug a phone into that jack and lis¬ 
ten for a dial tone. If the jack works, you can plug 
both the DSL modem and your Mac’s modem into 
the jack, using a line splitter. 

If not, you need to plug your Mac’s modem into 
a standard phone line or transmit the fax to a com¬ 
patible mobile phone using Bluetooth. Adding a 
Bluetooth fax-modem device is a somewhat con¬ 
voluted process, and not all mobile phones and 
services support faxing. But if you’re thinking 
about faxing via a Bluetooth phone (and you use 
Panther or Tiger), read Apple’s Knowledge Base 
article “Adding a Bluetooth Fax Device” at mac 
world, com/0726. 

Another option is to do all your Fixing online, 
through a service such as eFax (www.efax.com). For 
$12.95 a month, you can send faxes via eFax’s eFax 
Messenger software or the Web. When people send 
you faxes, they use your personal eFax number (usu¬ 
ally with the area code of your choice). eFax receives 
the fax, converts it to a graphics file, and mails it to 
your e-mail account as an attachment.
